Distribution  of  Proposed  American  Loan  Among

WASHINGTON,  April  11.— -Assembly 
In  Washington  within  a  few  weeks  of 
a.  greet  International  war  council  wai 
foreshadowed  by  an  announcement 
from  the  State  Department  today  that 
a  Brltleh  commission,  headed  by  Mr. 
Arthur  J.  Balfour,  Minister  of  For- 
elgn  Affairs,  Is  expected  to  arrive  with- 
in ten  days  to  discuss  with  the  Gov- 
ernment questions  connected  with  the 
conduct  of  the  war.  In  addition  to  tne 
Foreign  Minister,  the  commission  will 
Include  Admiral  Do  Chair,  of  the  Bri- 
tish navy;  General  Bridges,  of  the 
army,  and  the  Governor  of  the  Bank 
of  England,  attended  by  a  numerous 
etaff. 

Thla  Is  as  far  as  the  announcement 
made  by  the  State  Department  goes, 
but  it  was  learned  authoritatively  that 
a  French  commission  also  will  be  In 
Washington  at  the  same  time.  This 
commission  will  be  headed  by  M.  VHri- 
anl,  at  present  Minister  of  Justice  In 
the  French  Cabinet,  and  formerly  Pre- 
mier. 

It  Is  assumed  that  owing  to  the  dlf-» 
flcultles  In  passage  and  the  probable 
delay,  the  Interests  of  other  Allied 
Governments  will  be  confined  to  their 
resident  ambassadors. 

•To  Political  Alliances 

Beyond  the  statement  that  the- ob- 
ject of  the  commission  Is  to  discuss 
generally  questions  of  policy  connect- 
ed with  the  war,  no  information  was 
given  at  the  State  Department.  It 
was  made  clear,  however,  that  in  no 
way  will  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment depart  from  the  traditional  policy 
of  avoiding  anything  in   the  nature  of

Warning  to  Vessels  Sent  Out

While  it  Is  by  no  means  certain  that 
there  will  be  a  Joint  meeting  of  the 
visiting  commissions  If  the  State  De- 
partment aliould  desire  to  avoid  the 
appearance  of  an  alliance,  there  Is  cer- 
tain to  be  concert  of  action  in  some

The  conference  is  stated  to  have  been 
sought    by    the    Allies'    leaders     them- 
selves.   No  attempt  will  be  made  to  go 
Into  details  or  technical  considerations, 
as    the    general    policies    Involved    are 
too  stupendous   to  permit  of  It!       The 
calibre   of   the   men   sent,    particularly 
Foreign   Secretary   Balfour,  who  la   re- 
membered   here    most    warmly    for    his 
earnest  endorsement  of  President  Wil- 
son's plan   for  world  federation  to   In- 
sure   peace,    and     Minister     of    Justice 
Vlvlanl,    one    of    the    first    half    dosen 
statesmen   of   France,    Is   very   gratify- 
ing   to    officials.     Both    men,    It    Is    re- 
called, have   held   the   post  of   Premier 
In  their  respective  Governments. 
Distribution    of    Loam 
One   of    the   first    questions     to     be 
taken  up  will  be  the  distribution  of  the 
M>AOM°0,000    loan    to    the    Allies,    for 
which  President  Wilson  has  asked  Con- 
gress   to    provide.     Great    Britain    has 
been    rendering    extensive    financial    aid- 
to   her  Allies,   and   probably    when    re- 
lieved   of    continuing    such    allowances 
she  may  be  able  to  get  along  with  much 
less  assistance  from  America  than  she 
would  otherwise  require.     On  the  ether 
hand,    the    countries    whose    exchange 
has  suffered  so  heavily,  such  as  Russia 
and    Italy,    mlgnt    find    welcome    relief 
from  the  financial  strain  by  an  allot- 
ment ot  American   funds  which  would 
have   a   reassuring    effect      upon      the 
standing    of    these    countries    In      the 
World's  markets.     The  greatest  problem 
before  the  oenference   Is   stated   to   be 
the  malatenance  of  the  flow  of  Amer- 
ican   munitions   and    food    supplies    to 
Europe.    This  will  be  sought,  first   by 
naval  co-operation   to  fight  the  German 
submarines;  second,  by  construction  of 
a    huge   fleet   ef    wooden    merchantmen 
to    negative    Its    destructlvenesa,      and 
third,  by  ways  and  means  to  Increase 
American   manufacture  and   the   Allies' 
ability  to  pay  far  the  products. 

Naval  co-operation  Is  understood  to 
contemplate  the  pollolng  of  all  North 
end  South  American  waters  by  the 
American  nary,  allowing  the  return  of 
the  British  and  French  veaaels  engaged 
la  that  work,  aad  the  safeguarding  by 
American  shlpa  of  at  least  pert  of  the 
sea  lane  to  ahirope.  Whether  the  latter 
,  will  ainssisatt  the  actual  seeding     of 


American  war  craft  to  the  other  side 
haa  hot  been  announced,  but  If  it  does, 
arrangements  already  have  been  made 
to  offer  the  port  of  Brest,  In  France,  as 
an  American  naval  base. 

The  military  participation  of  the 
United  States  also  probably  will  be.  dis- 
cussed in  broad  terms,  though  it  is 
realised  on  all  sides  that  this  country 
will  not  attempt  to  send  an  army  to 
Europe  for  the  present  The  military 
situation  of  this  country  is  well  under- 
stood by  officials  abroad.  There  is, 
however,  an  Intense  desire  on  the  part 
)  of  the  general  public  In  the  Bnseate 
countries  to  see  a  small  division  of 
American   troops  at   the  front. 

The  complete  reversal  of  American 
relations  with  the  Entente  Powers 
through  the  abandonment  of  neutrality 
In  favor  of  war  will  necessitate  an  en- 
tire readjustment  of  the  country's  dip- 
lomatic situation.  The  Allied  policies 
of  blockade,  mall  censorship,  blacklist, 
and  rationing  of  Holland  and  Scandi- 
navia, originally  necessitated  by  the  ex- 
igencies of  war  and  bitterly  protested 
throughout  this  country  as  a  neutral, 
must  now  be  considered  by  the  United 
States  from  an  entirely  new  angle. 
While  It  Is  obvious  that  none  of  the 
restrictions  built  up  by  the  Allies  will 
be  abandoned.  It  Is  very  doubtful  as  to 
how  far  this  country  will  go  In  actually 
co-operating  with  them. 

fittatwe  la  Pllomma 
The  United  States  Is  slated,  there- 
fore, to  find  Itself  In  a  dilemma  between 
the  policies  of  the  Allies,  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  war,  and  its  own  views  of 
International  law.  The  Allied  Govern- 
ments are  understood  to  appreciate  this 
situation  and  to  be  anxious  not  to  make 
It  more  difficult. 

It  la  probable  that  the  Interdepart- 
mental board  of  the  Departments  of 
State,  Treasury,  and  Justice  will  recom- 
mend to  Congress  laws  which  will  re- 
state American  policy  without  crippling 
the  huge  machinery  already  set  up  by 
the  Allies  for  bringing  Germany  to 
terms. 

The  situation  of  the  few  remaining 
neutrals  is  expected  also  to  call  for  the 
deepest  consideration  at  the  confer- 
ences, and  it  Is  the  hope  here  that  sev- 
eral other  nations  will  definitely  range 
tlemselves   with    the    Allies. 

Neither  side,  rt  is  understood,  will 
miss  the  opportunity  of  sounding  out  the 
other  as  to  the  eventual  peace  terms  and 
the  reconstruction  of  the  world.  It  Is 
well  appreciated  abroad  that  this  coun- 
try Is  not  In  perfect  sympathy  with 
some  of  the  peace  terms  of  the  Entente, 
and  that  It  does  not  look  to  as  complete 
a  crushing  of  Germany  as  some  of  the 
Entente  countries  demand.  For  that 
reason  the  European  delegates  will  he 
eager  to  sound  out  officials  here  as  far 
as  possible  In  order  to  see  to  what  ex- 
tent they  can  count  on  American  sup- 
port, t 
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SAN  FRANCISCO,  April  11. — Warn- 
ings that  German  submarines  are  oper- 
ating In  the .  Pacific  were  sent  to  all 
steamship  captains  at  sea  late  today  by 
wireless  on  the  authority  of  Lleut-Conf 
mender  E.  C.  Woods,  of  the  12th  Naval 
District  here. 

Lleut.-Commander  Woods  said  the 
Pacific  Coast  steamship  companies 
would  be  warned  by  letter.  Where  the 
submarines  are  operating  in  the  Pacific 
was  not  disclosed. 

Commander  Woods  said  that  the  Navy 
Department  had  furnished  the  Informa- 
tion concerning  submarine  activities 
which  resulted  In  the  warning  being 
sent  broadcast.  The  message  received 
from  the  Navy  Department  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Get  in  touon  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  with  captains  sad  masters  of 
all  merchant  vessels  operating  In  your 
district,  especially  off  the  coast  and  at 
sea,  and  urge  upon  vhem  the  necessity 
of  keeping  a  very  bright  lookout  for 
German  submarines*  and  of  reporting 
same  Immediately  by  radio  to  the  near- 
est radio  station.  Urge  upon  them  the 
necessity  of  giving  as  much  detailed  In- 
formation of  locality  where  submarines 
are  seen  and  any  other  data  that  will 
be  of  value  to  the  naval  forces  In 
searching  for  these  vessels." 

In  the  warning  to  the  steamship  com- 
panies was  this  statement: 

"For  your  further  Information,  I 
would  state  that  Information  has  this 
day  been  received  that  German  sub- 
marines are  operating  In  the  Pacific. 
Please  notify  all  ships  under  your  con- 
trol: ask  that  they  spread  the  warning 
broadcast."

NOG  ALES,  Arte.,  April  11.— Warning 
»ent  out  today  from  San  Francisco  that 
German  submarines  were  operating  In 
the  Pacific  served  to  renew  Interest  In 
the  story  related  here  Sunday  by  a  man 
who  claimed  he  saw  a  German  subma- 
rine last  Saturday  near  Guaymas,  So- 
nora.  In   the  Gulf  of  California. 

The  man,  who  asserted  that  he  was 
a  member  of  the  crew  of  the  Mexican 
gunboat  Guerrero,  declared  the  com- 
mander of  the  submarine  went  aboard 
the  gunboat  and  met  the*  Mexican  of- 
ficer.

RIO  JANEIRO,  April  11 This  morn- 
ing a  special  messenger  proceeded  to 
Petropolls,  the  home  of  the  German 
colony,  to  present  to  the  Oerman 
Minister,  Herr  Haull,  a  note  from  the 
Brazilian  Government  and  to  hand  him 
his  passports.  He  was  also  Instructed 
to  Inform  the  Minister  that  Brazil  had 
placed  at  bis  disposition  the  steamer 
Rio  Janeiro,  which  will  transport  him, 
the  members  of  the  legation  and  the 
consuls   to    Germany. 

Benor  Gurgel  de  Amaral.  In  charge  of 
the  Brazilian  legation  at  Berlin,  has 
been  ordered  to  return  from  his  post. 
Switzerland  will  take  over  Brazilian 
Interests  In  Germany. 

Fox    taking    of    Parana 

The  breaking  off  of  diplomatic  rela- 
tions with  Germany  la  officially  an- 
nounced by  the  Brazilian  Government 
In  a  communication  to  the  press.  A 
combination  of  reasons  Is  given  for 
this  action,  the  official  explanation  read- 
ing: 

"Considering  that  the  Inquiry  and  the 
conclusions  cabled  by  the  legation  at 
Paris  In  the  subject  of  the  torpedoing 
of  the  steamer  Parana  established  the 
fact  that  the  Parana  was  proceeding 
under  reduced  speed,  was  Illuminated 
outside  and  Inside,  Including  the  shield 
with  the  name  'Brazil,'  and  considering 
that  the  steamer  received  no  warning 
to  stop,  according  to  the  unanimous  de- 
position of  the  crew,  and,  further,  that 
the  steamer  was  torpedoed  and  was 
shelled  five  times  and  that  the  sub- 
marine made  no  attempt  to  save  life, 
then,  In  the  presence  of  such  aggravat- 
ing circumstances  and  In  accord  with 
the  note  of  February  9  and  the  tele- 
gram of  February  IS,  sent  by  the 
Brazilian  Government  to  the  legation 
at  Berlin,  the  Brazilian  Government 
severs  relations  with  Germany." 

The  pro-Entente  demonstrations  are 
growing  in  volume  throughout  .  this 
city.  The  Hags  of  the  Entente  Powers 
are  visible  everywhere  and  the  streets 
are  thronged  with  paraders  cheering 
for  France  and  Britain  and  shouting 
"Down  with  Germany."  The  crowds 
gather  In  front  of  German  establish- 
ments and   hoot. 

Argentina's  Attitude 
BUENOS  AYRES,  April  11.— The 
Government  will  make  no  definite  an- 
nouncement of  Argentina's  neutrality 
in  the  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Germany,  as  It  considers  its  note 
of  yesterday  sufficient.  This  note  em- 
bodies a  declaration  that  Argentina 
supported  the  position  of  the  United 
States  with  reference  to  Germany. 
President  Irlgoyen  had  a  two  hours 
"conference  with  the  Minister  of  War 
today.  It  Is  reported  that  the  class 
of   1895   Is   to   be  called   up. 

Keeping  It  Quiet 
COPENHAGEN.  April  11.— The  Ger- 
man press  has  so  far  passed  over  the 
South  American  situation  almost  with- 
out comment.  Dispatches  regarding 
the  possibility  of  Brazil  and  other 
Latin-American  Republics  joining  the 
Allies  are  given  as  little  prominence 
as  possible. 

The  Sunday  papers  refrained  gener- 
ally from  printing  news  In  regard  to 
the  situation  in  South  America,  and 
Berlin  and  Hamburg  papers  on  Tues- 
day printed  the  South  American  news 
on  the  side  of  rear  pages  without  a 
line  of  comment. 

The  American  situation  In  general 
receTves  the  scantiest  attention.  Direc- 
tor Zlmmermann,  of  The  Lokal  An- 
zelger,  reads  a  little  lecture  to  Austria 
and  Bulgaria  on  their  tardiness  in 
breaking  relations  with  the  United 
States.

OTTAWA,  April  11.— The  Board  of

PARI8.  April  11. — The  Spanish  steam- 
er San  Fulgencio  has  been  torpedoed 
without  warning,  according  to  a  Madrid 
dispatch  to  the  Havas  Agency.  This  is 
the  first  Spanish  ship  sunk  by  the  Ger- 
mans without  warning.

LONPON.  April.  It* — During  the  week 
ended  April  »  seventeen  British  merchant 
vessels  of  more  then  l.tPe  tons  were  sunk.

Stating  that  It  was  another  forward 
step  to  remove  the  disabilities  under 
which  the  women  of  the  Province  have 
been  laboring,  though  why  this  Pro- 
vince should  have  lagged  so  far  behind 
the  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  In 
that  respect  he  was  at  a  loss  to  under- 
stand, Premier  Brewster  yesterday 
moved  the  second  reading  of  the  bill 
to  provide  for  the  equal  guardianship  of 
parents  over  their  children.  The  bill 
provides  that  wives  shall  have  equal 
jurisdiction  as  well  as  responsibility 
with  husbands  In  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  their  children  and  the  form- 
er, should  she  be  possessed  of  a  private 
estate,  will  .be  liable  to  contribute 
therefrom  towards  the  support  of  the 
children. 

The  bill,  said  Premier  Brewster,  was 
one  which  had  been  demanded  for  a 
great  many  years  by  those  who  held 
that  the  laws  of  the  Province  had  not 
been  fair  in  so  far  as  the  treatment  of 
womankind  was  concerned.  The  prin- 
ciple of  the  bill,  he  thought,  all  mem- 
bers of  this  Legislature  would  see  was 
one  which  was  fair  and  just  and  which 
should  have  been  incorporated  Into  law 
at  a  much  earlier  date. 

"This  reform  has  never  heretofore 
reached  the  floor  of  this  House,  and 
the  bill  may  need  Improvement  In  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  There  is  no  rea- 
son, however,  to  expect  anything  but 
the  hioat  kindly  reception  for  it  from 
all  quarters  because  it  gives,  an  I  be- 
lieve, justice  to  those  who  have  been 
placed,  up  to  this  time,  In  a  very  em- 
barrassing position.  It  purposes  to  re- 
move conditions  which  have  existed  too 
long.  1  have  often  wondered  why  this 
Province  seemed  to  lag  behind  all 
others  In  so  far  as  giving  to  our 
womankind  the  same  treatment  and 
rights  as  they  had  received  in  other 
Provinces. 

Times  Mare  Changed 
"We  may  have  to  look  back  a  con- 
siderable time  to  And  the  reasons  for 
the  conditions  which  have  existed,  but 
the  conditions  which  obtained  In  the 
early  days  of  the  country's  history  are 
now  removed  to  almost  a  complete  ex- 
tent, and  therefore  we  should  remove 
this  stigma  from  the  mothers  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  The  active  and  intelli- 
gent Interest  which  our  women  arc  tak- 
ing In  public  affairs,  the  part  they  are 
playing  in  our  civic.  Provincial  and  na- 
tional life,  justifies  this  action.  In  in- 
troducing this  bill  we  are  but  carrying 
out  one  of  our  pledges  to  the  peoplo 
when    we  appealed   for   their  suffrages. 

This  bill,  the  Premier  stated,  had 
been  endorsed  everywhere  throughout 
the  Province.  It  has  the  approval  of 
the  University  Women's  Club,  the 
Pioneer  Equality  League,  the  British 
Columbia  Equal  Franchise  Association, 
the  Conservative  Women's  Association 
of  Victoria,  the  Women's  Liberal  Asso- 
ciation, the  Women's  Konim.  the  Revel- 
stoke  Women's  Forum,  the  Women's 
Educational  Club,  and  many  other  in- 
stitutions where  the  women  have  taken 
an  sctlve  pert  and  expressed  their  de- 
sire to  have  the  disabilities  of  the 
mothers  of  the  Province  taken  away. 
In  all  matters  sffeetlng  their  offspring 
they  wanted  equal  rights  with  the 
fathers. 

"It  has  been  a  problem  to  me  why 
the  fathers  alone  should  be  supreme  in 
the  management,  training  and  educa- 
tion of  their  children.  The  care  of  the 
little  ones,  their  education,  their  up- 
bringing, their  moral  training,  the  fit- 
ting of  them  for  the* battle  with  the 
world  are  matters  which  ere  largely 
left  In  the  hands  of  the  mothers.  In  the 
ordinary  family  the  father  gees  oat  as 
the  bread-wiener  and  pays  little  atten- 
tion to  the  rearing  and  training  of  his 
children.  But  the  moment  there  Is  sny 
disagreement  the  men.  acting  apparent- 
ly as  lords  of  creation,  seder  our  lews 
hare  had  the  right  aad  power  to  do 
what  they  tlkee.  ejatte  regardless  of 
t  the  mother's  wash—  were,  sad  she 
no  i  one  arse  aer  gay  chance  of 
a  claim  to  sa  equal  voice  se 
to  the  future  of  the  chBdioa  she  haa 
brought  late  the  werML 

"To  remove  the  dteahOlttes  ef  married 
women  la  i aspect  to  the  guardianship 
of  their  miner  chlMrea  we  hare  latre- 
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observation   impossible  and   greatly  Im- 
peding the  operatlonH  of  our  troops. 

"This  morning  two  German  counter- 
attacks on  our  new  positions  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Monchy-le-Preux  were 
successfully  beaten  off.  Prisoners  taken 
In  Monchy-lr-Preux  state  that  they  had 
orders   to  hold   the  village  at  all  costs. 

"Farther  south,  bodies  of  our  troops 
succeeded  in  penetrating  a  German  posi- 
tion in  the  neighborhood  of  Bullecourt 
and  secured  a  number  of  prisoners.  At 
midday  they  were  counter-attacked  by 
large  force*  ef  the  enemy  and  forced 
back  to  their  own  lines.  The  enemy  at- 
tacking troops  were  effectively  en- 
gaged by  our  artillery  and  suffered 
heavy   losses. 

"Our  airplanes  were  active  again  yes- 
terday, and  In  spite  of  a  strong  westerly 
gsle  and  frequent  snowstorms,  per- 
formed valuable  work  In  co-eperatlon 
with  our  Infantry.  Few  hostile  machines 
were  seen.  Our  airplanes  returned 
safely." 

British  troops  captured  the  village 
and  heights  of  Monchy-le-Preux,  about 
ftvo  miles  east  of  Arras,  early  this 
morning,  according  to  an  official  report. 
The  village  of  La  Bargere  also  was  cap- 
tured and  satisfaetory  progress  Is  re- 
ported being  made  on  other  parts  of 
the  battle-front 

A  message  from  the  Reutex  corres- 
pondent with  the  BritiMh  forces  on  the 
Lens-Arras  front  says: 

"North  of  the  village  of  Louverval 
British  troops  pushed  forward  yesterday 
towards  Cambrai  to  the  extent  of  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  along  a  front  of  2,000 
yards  and  consolidated  this  gain  during 
the  nl  Kiit. 

"Northwards  British  patrols  are  ad- 
vancing to  the  belt  of  forest  which  runs 
along  the  whole  of  the  steep  eastern 
slope  of  the  Vimy  ridge. 

"The  splendid  success  of  the  offen- 
sive has  created  a  most  interesting 
situation,  and  one  which  Is  fraught 
with  tremendous  possibilities.  The  en- 
emy has  been  forced  back  upon  the  pivot 
of  his  previous  retreat  In  a  manner 
which  creates  a  dangerously  sharp  sal- 
ient at  that  point  Indeed,  a  glance  at 
the  map  suggests  that  there  is  a  dis- 
tinct outflanking  of  the  German  nor- 
thern pivot  as  It  existed  before  the 
present  fighting." 

Oerman   Attacks  Bepaleed 

PARIS,  April  11. — The  official  com- 
munication  Issued   tonight   reads: 

"The  artillery  fighting  was  quite  ac- 
tive around  St.  Quentin.  South  of  the 
Oise  the  enemy  pushed  back  one  of  our 
detachments  northeast  of  Verueull-sous- 
Coucy.  We  drove  him  out  Immediately 
from  our  position  by  a  counter-attack 

"There  was  msrked  artillery  activity 
near  Berry-au-Bac  and  La  Pompele  and 
along  the  Champagne  front  In  the  Le 
Petre  wood  we  effectively  shelled  the 
enemy  organisations." 

"Active  artillery  fighting  continues 
between  the  Homme  and  the  Olse,"  the 
War  Office  reported  this  afternoon. 

"South  of  Oise  a  German  attack  east 
of  Coucy  was  broken  up. 

"Near  Maisons  de  Champagne  there 
was  severe  grenade  fighting.  In  Le 
Pretre  forest  the  artillery  firing  was 
rather  violent.  North  of  Arrascourt  our 
petrols  brought  beck  prisoners.  In  the 
region  of  Ban-de-Sap  twe  Inflicted  losses 
on  the  enemy  In  the  course  of  an  Incur- 
sion Into  his  lines  north  of  Fontenelle."

PJETROGRAD,    April    l«,   via    London, 
April  11. — The  internal  crista  Is  assum- 
ing acute  term.     The  committee  of  La- 
bor deputies'  official     organ     publishes 
resolutions  of  a  character  which  leave 
no    doubt    whatever   of    their   desire    to 
upset  the  Provisional  Government     and 
brins  about  the  defeat  of   the  Russian 
armlee  by  a  dishonorable  peace.     They 
announce  that  they  have  formed  a  com- 
mittee of   foreign   relations,     which      Is 
open   to  direct   negotiations     with     the 
enemy.

It  has  asked  them 
to  publish  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
persons  who  are  arrogating  to  them- 
selves the  powers  of  government  and 
prolonging  a  state  of  chaos  which  is 
bound  to  bring  the  horrors  of  civil  war 
and  Ignominious  defeat  The  commit- 
tee  remains  silent.

LONDON.    APRIL    11.— Reuter's   cor- 
respondent  at   army     headquarters     in 
France    describes    Monchy-le-£>reux      as 
one  of   the   key   positions    between    the 
Scsrpe    and    the    Sensee    rivers    which 
the    Germans    had    strongly    organised. 
The   town   had   as   its   approaches    four 
sunken     roads,     which     were     full     of 
snipers    and    machine    gun    teams.      As 
a  frontal  attack  would  have  been  cost- 
ly.   It   was    resolved    to    turn    the    posi- 
tion,   and    this   operation    was   executed 
without    the   Germans     observing      the 
extent  or     direction     of     the     turning 
movement. 

The  attack  was  pushed  In  artillery 
formation  along  the  north  bank  of  the 
Scarpe.  which  was  crossed  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Roeux.  Then,  -as  the 
advance  deployed  southwards.  the 
Monchy  garrison  began  a  stubborn  re- 
sistance. Fighting  was  continued  until 
after  dark.  Tuesday,  but  during  the 
night  the  main  body  of  the  Germans 
evacuated  Monchy.  and  when  In  the 
morning  the  attack  was  renewed,  it 
was  continued  successfully  down  to  La 
Bergore  and  across  the  main  Arras- 
Cambral  Road  to  Guemapc.  which  It 
is    reported    has    also    been    occupied. 

This  success  is  considered  of  great 
importance,  as  It  gives  the  British 
domination    of    this    high    ground. 

The  correspondent  says  Wednesday 
was  devoted  largely  to  consolidating 
these  gains  and  moving  the  artillery 
forward,  although  there  was  consider- 
able fighting  between  Crolsllles  and  St. 
Quentln.  Prisoners,  he  adds,  are  con- 
tinually \  arriving.  and  apparently 
hunger  Induced  many  to  surrender,  it 
Is  believed  that  the  severe  Wintry 
weather  affected  the  German  morale.

April  11.— The  Adminis- 
tration's Mil  aatberuiug  a  ii.o«».tt».ooo 
bona  issue,  of  which  »3.ot«.0«o.oo«  will  he 
loaned  to  the  Entente  Powers,  was  leM  be- 
fore the  House  today  s«  unanimously  ap- 
proved by  the  Way*  and  Means  Committee, 
with  prospects  of  prompt  approval  by  Cea- 

sjssaa 

Chairmen  Kltchln,  introducing  and  pre- 
•enUng  the  bill  to  the  House,  announced 
that  It  would  be  called  up  Friday  for 
action. 

The  bill  authorises  a  bond  Issue  of  IS, Off,- 
000.009  and  provides  that  sums  net  to  ex- 
ceed lt.eso.0oo.se*  from  the  preceeda  of 
the  bond  Issue  may  b*  used  hi  extending 
credits  to  foreign  governments.  The  re- 
maining »2.i>oo,oo«.ooo  is  to*  be  esed  at 
home.  It  also  authorises  an  additional 
bond  Issue  not  te  exceed  |«I.MM<S  to  re- 
deem the  three  per  cent  loan  of  ISOt,  ma- 
turing August  1,  1 3is.  It  takes  la  pro- 
visions for  other  bonds  already  authorised 
by  law  and  authorises  *  -. ooo.ooo. ooo  worth 
of  certificates  of  Indebtedness  to  run  one 
year. 

The  report  on  the  bill  stated  that  the 
Committee  "deems  It  advisable  to  auth- 
orise the  to. ooo. ooo.ooo  bond  issue  at  this 
time  tn  order  to  enable  our  Government  to 
extend  liberal  credits  and  in  order  to  pro- 
vide Immediately  ample  funds  to  meet  such 
expenses  as  are  authorised  for  the  national 
security    and   defence." 

The  Interest  Is  not  to  exceed  three  and 
one-half  per  cent.,  and  the  bill  leaves  the 
denominations  of  the  bonds  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  If 
at  aay  time  prler  to  December  SI,  191S.  a 
subsequent  scries  of  bonds  should  be  Issued 
at  a  higher  rate  of  Interest,  the  bond*  Is- 
sued under  eo*horHy--ef— the— Act"  may  be 
made  convertible  into  bonds  bearing  the 
higher   rate. 

Army  Bills 
The     army     appropriation     bill,     carrying 
$278,000,000    for   the    existing    regular    army, 
was   passed    today   by   the  Senate,   amended 
>o  that  It  becomes  Immediately  available. 

A  resolution  authorising  the  President  te 
call  for  1,000,000  volunteers  was  introduced 
today  by  Senator  Sherman,  Republican,  and 
laid  on  the  table  at  his  request  without 
debate. 

Secretary  Baker,  concluding  his  testi- 
mony before  the  House  Military  Commit- 
tee today  announced  that  ho  had  decided 
after  consultation  with  army  officers  to 
take  Immediate  advantage  of  tha  authority 
to  increase  the  regular  army  by  all  the 
increments   authorised. 

Under  the  present  plan  the  War  Depart- 
ment will  Immediately  increase  the  regular 
srmy  to  Its  full  strength  of  ZS7.00S  men 
Instead  of  to  203,000  as  was  contemplated. 
This  increase  la  wholly  apart  from  the 
new  army  to  be  authorised  by  selective 
conscription.

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CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  April  is.  tU  Lona©n.  April 
11 — (By  the  Canadian  Overseas  Cor- 
respondent).—The  ground  won  in  Mon- 
days great  battle  gives  convincing 
evidence  of  the  terrific  effect  of  the 
British  and  Canadian  artillery  prepar- 
ation, which  Is  fully  believed  to  have 
been  on  a  scale  never  before  attempt- 
ed. The  German  plan  of  withdrawing 
from  the  first  line  trenches  of  their 
deep  dugouts  when  the  bombardment 
begins  and  leaving  only  their  patrols 
exposed,  is  fully  explained  by  the  con- 
dition of  the  enemy's  line,  which  was 
smashed  almost  beyond  recognition  at 
aomo  points. 

Our  barrage  and  direct  fir*  were  aa 
a  matter  of  fact  so  Intense  that  the 
Germans  sought  to  escape  It  by  ad- 
vancing. The  number  of  their  dead 
found  well  forward  in  tmj  front  line 
in  such  positions  as  to  Indicate  hand- 
to-hand  fighting,  and  the  atter  sweep- 
ing  away  of  their  protective  wire, 
which  the  enemy  believed  Impregnable.'

fect on  them. 

The  German  wire  entanglements  were 
practically  no  obstacle,  so  splendidly 
wa*  the  artillery  preparation  carried 
out.

UDNDON.  AprU  11.— B»r  Robert  Bor- 
den received  the  freedom  of  the  City 
of  Edinburgh  today.  He  also  re- 
ceived a  degree  at  the  Unlvsrslty. 
The  first  ceremony  took  place  at 
Ussher  Hall,  where  a  large  company 
waa  aeaembled,  which  demonatrated  Its 
pleaaure  In  honoring  the  Canadian 
Prime  Minister  personally  and  the 
pride  felt  by  the  Brltleh  people  In  the 
present  achievements  of  his  fellow- 
countrymen     in     battle     la     Northern 

France 

Acknowledging  the  honor.  Sir  Robert 
alluded  first  to  those  constituting  the 
Imperial  War  Conference  and  to  one  of 
them  who  was  sitting  at  his  side  and 
who  was  being  similarly  honored  by 
Edinburgh,  namely.  Lleut.-Oeneral  the 
Rt.  Hon.  Jan  C.  Smuts,  "a  distinguish- 
ed soldier  and  statesman."  who  was 
fighting  against  us  to  the  best  of  his 
great  ability  not  more  than  fifteen 
years  ago.  Today  he  and  General  Sir 
Louis  Botha  are  great  assets  to  the 
Emptre,  and  more  than  that,  to  the 
world. 

Ome  fa  Sentiment 
"We  come  from  different  Dominions." 
continued  Sir  Robert.  "We  have 
sprung  from  different  but  kindred 
races.  We  have  grown  up  under  wide- 
ly different  conditions.  Is  there  not 
some  evidence  that  our  Empire  rests 
on  a  broad  foundation?  When  I  find 
his  (Lleut.-Gen.  Smufs)  conception 
and  my  own  as  to  the  course  and  the 
methods  of  future  constitutional  rela- 
tions and  development  substantially 
the  same.  It  could  not  be  otherwise, 
for  the  foundations  on  which  the  Brl- 
ilah-fiommon wealth  stands  are  liberty, 
justice,   autonomy   and   unity. 

"Since  we  were  invited  to  receive 
this  honor  from  Edinburgh,  a  great 
event  has  occurred  which  must  hare  a 
profound  effect  not  only  upon  the  war, 
but  on  the  future  of  our  Empire.  The 
President  of  the  United  States,  in  a 
message  of  wonderful  eloquence  and 
convincing  reasoning.  Invited  his  Con- 
gress to  declare  that  a  state  of  war 
exists  between  the  United  States  and 
Germany.  In  that  message  he  set 
forth  admirably  a  worthy  vindication 
of  the  causes  which  led  the  democra- 
cies within  our  Empire  to  take  up 
arms.  No  man  can  deny  that  the  Unit- 
ed States  Government  exercised  Bill 
prudence  and  made  every  possible  ef- 
fort consistent  with  honor  and  self- 
respect  to  avoid  war.  The  very  fact 
that  Congress  by  an  almost  unanimous 
vote  declared  war  Is  the  last  and  most 
convincing  proof  that  the  spirit  o.'  the 
German  mlltary  autocracy  is  Inhuman 
and  devilish  and  must  be  cast  out.  If 
Germany  should  perish.  It  will  be  be- 
cause the  evil  spirit  that  possesses  her 
has  willed   It" 

Sir  Robert  went  on  to  speak  of  the 
thorough  preparation  for  war  made  In 
Germany  and  of  the  preparedness  of 
the  British  Empire. 

BemarkaMe  Achievement 
"The  wonder  is."  he  remarked,  "not 
that  mistakes  were  made,  but  that  our 
preparations  so  quickly  followed  and 
overtook  that  consummated  by  the  en- 
emy during  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
century.*

Rumor  About  Sweden 
WASHINGTON,  April  11. — A  rumor 
that  Sweden  had  entered  the  war  on  the 
side  of  the  Central  Powers  created  great 
Interest  In  official  circles  here  laxt 
evening.  Officials  were  not  Inclined  to 
credit  the  report,  and  it  was  discredit- 
ed by  diplomats.  Sweden's  sympathies 
have  been  believed  to  lean  toward  Ger- 
many, on  account  of  her  fear  of  Russian 
aggression,  and  also  In  the  hope,  it  has 
been  said,  that  Germany  would  assist 
to  recover  her  long  lost  possessions  on 
the  shores  of  the  Baltic,  which  Peter 
the  Great  took  from  Sweden  after  the' 
complete  defeat  of  Charles  XII.  of 
Sweden.

Passing  on  to  speak  of  air  service, 
Sir  Robert  remarked  that  Canadians 
had  Joined  that  service  In  large  num- 
bers. He  was  proud  to  know  that  they 
had  proved  daring,  resourceful  and  ef- 
ficient. Any  criticism,  therefore,  of  the 
service   aroused   his   deepest    interest. 

"We  recently  had  a  full  statement  In 
the  Imperial  War  Cabinet  of  conditions 
in  the  flying  service  as  they  were  a 
year  ago  and  as  they  are  today.  The 
Information  thus  afforded  me  was  very 
reassuring.  The  machines  we  are 
turning  out  today  are  equal,  If  not  su- 
perior, to  any  the  Germans  hitherto 
have  produced,  and  ours  are  being  pro- 
duced at  a  rapidly  increasing  rate. 
The  average  efficiency  of  our  machines 
now  In  use  is  equal  to  the  average  ef- 
ficiency of  the  German  machines.  The 
average  casualties  of  machines,  which 
matter  has  been  most  severely  criti- 
cised, Is  less  than  the  German  average 
for  all  machines. 

"But  the  most  Important  fact  to  re- 
alize and  remember  is  that  the  British 
airmen  now  are  undertaking  extensive 
dut\cs  which  never  have  been  attempt- 
ed to  anything  like  the  same  extent  by 
the  German  air  service.  The  casualties 
among  our  flying  officers  necessarily 
are  great,  because  the  proportion  of 
officers  In  the  air  service  Is  very 
much   larger  than   In  other  services. 

"I  take  leave  to  put  forward  these 
considerations  because  unfounded  ru- 
mors and  unwarranted  criticism  of  our 
air  service  tends  to  discourage  the 
spirit  of  the  British  airmen  and  such 
criticism  Is  entirely  without  founda- 
tion." 

Empire   After  War 

Proceeding  to  speak  of  after-the-war 
conditions,  Sir  Robert  remarked  that 
there  was  reason  to  believe  that  Ger- 
many before  the  war  had  a  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  developments 
within  the  Dominions  than  could  be 
found  In  the  United  Kingdom.  Out- 
side of  Europe  were  the  great  theatres 
of  action  In  which  the  future  of  the 
Empire  ultimately  would  bo  worked 
out. 

"I  speak  of  Canada,"  said  Sir  Robert, 
"because  I  know  that  In  that  Do- 
minion there  are  half  a  dozen  Prov- 
inces each  greater  In  territory  and 
not  less  rich  In  resources  than  the 
United  Kingdom.  Are  we  quite  sure 
that  the  work  which  Is  being  carried 
on  overseas  Is  quite  taeasureably 
realised  here?  If  there  Is  an  adequate 
vision.  It  Is  clear  these  considerations 
must  continuously  assume  larger  pro- 
portions In  the  future  purposes  and 
activities  of  the  Imperial  common- 
wealth. Meanwhile  all  our  efforts  must 
b«  devoted  to  the  unfinished  task  still 
before  us." 

Sir  Robert  Borden  was  enthusiasti- 
cally applauded  at  the  close  of  his 
speech. 


BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  April  11.— (By  a  Staff  Corre- 
spondent of  the  Associated  Press) — The 
speed  and  power  of  the  British  assault 
la  what  probably  will  be  known  In  his- 
tory as  the  Battle  of  Arras,  seem  to 
have  thoroughly  surprised  the  Ger- 
mans— so  much  so,  In  fact,  that  their 
usual  retaliatory  artillery  fire  has  been 
absolutely  negligible  In  the  last  two 
days.  This  Is  partly  due.  of  course,  to 
the  number  of  guns  captured,  to  which 
must  be  added  the  number  knocked  out 
by  the  British  artillery  before  the  ac- 
tual assault  began.  Also  it  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Germans  have  been 
too  busy  trying  to  get  their  remaining 
guns  away  from  Immediate  danger  to 
bother  firing  them  at  the  enemy.  In  a 
German  artillery  position  oast  of  Ar- 
ras known  as  Battery  Valley,  cou^d  be 
seen  the  remains  of  twenty-four  field 
pieces   today. 

Trenches  Smashed 
A  trip  over  the  newly-taken  lines  re- 
vealed a  condition  of  the  trenches  close- 
ly approximating  those  recently  evacu- 
ated by  the  Germans  In  the  valley  of 
the  Somme.  Many  dugouts  remained 
with  only  damaged  portals,  but  the 
trenches,  Including  all  the  communica- 
tion lines,  had  been  unmercifully  bat- 
tered about.  So  successful  was  the  ar- 
tillery barrier  set  up  by  the  British 
back  of  the  German  lines  that  some  of 
the  German  prisoners  reported  they  had 
been  without  food  supplies  for  four 
days. 

The  barbed  wire  entanglements  pro- 
tecting the  German  positions  were  ob- 
literated and  only  stray  strands  could 
bo  seen  here  and  there  on  the  first  line. 
The  thoroughness  with  which  the  wire 
cutting  was  carried  out  by  the  artil- 
lery was  a  big  factor  In  accelerating  the 
speed  of  the  Infantry  in  the  attack. 

These  tests  of  offensive  warfare  could 
be  felt  In  all  parts  of  the  British  front 
today.  Troops  were  swinging  forward 
with  bands  playing  gay  tunes.  The 
Scottish  troops,  behind  their  pipers, 
were  particularly  picturesque,  for  not 
even  the  vicissitudes  of  nearly  three 
years  of  war  have  caused  them  to  dis- 
card their  kilts.  Out  over  the  newly- 
won  ground  aeroplanes  were  scouting, 
while  beneath  them  were  "tanks"  at 
rest.  The  "tanks"  have  done  splendidly 
throughout,  especially  In  attacking 
strongly  wired  points  with  which  the 
artillery  had  not  dealt.  Some  German 
anti-tank  guns  were  captured.  Machine 
guns  and  trench  mortars  were  taken  In 
such  large  numbers  that  they  have  not 
yet  been  counted. 

Cavalry  Scores 
A  cavalry  corps  had  the  unique  dis- 
tinction of  capturing  two  big  howitzers. 
They  charged  these  guns  in  the  open, 
killing  several  members  of  the  crews 
before  the  others  surrendered.  A  Ger- 
man motor  transport  column  was  cap- 
tured Intact.  It  chad  expected  to  meet 
German  troops  at  a  certain  point,  but 
encountered  British  troops  Instead.  The 
drivers  said  that  when  they  left  Doual 
there  was  no  idea  that  the  attackers 
had   reached  so  far. 

Thousands  of  German  prisoners  could 
be  seen  along  the  roads  today.  Some 
had  little  round  caps  and  others  were 
wearing  the  great  coal  scuttle  steel  hel- 
mets. Although  the  Intense  cold  con- 
tinued, only  a  few  had  overcoats.  They 
are  a  docile  lot  and  somewhat  surprised 
their  captors  by  carefully  sorting  them- 
selves Into  their  respective  units  before 
being  registered  and  temporarily  caged. 
Smaller  cages  were  provided  for  the  of- 
ficers. Four  of  the  latter  have  been  In 
a  furious  rage  ever  since  they  were 
taken.  They  were  in  a  forward  obser- 
vation post  they  said,  and  saw  the  In- 
fantry coming  back  from  their  front 
line,  but  had  no  idea  that  they  were 
actually  retreating.  Their  anger  was 
due  to  the  failure  of  these  troops  to 
give  them  warning  so  that  they,  too, 
could  flee. 


LONDON.  April  11.— British  forces  In 
Mesopotamia,  working  more  than  fifty 
miles  to  the  north  />f  Baghdad,  have 
captured  the  Balad  station  on  the  Bagh- 
dad-Samarah  railway  and  the  town  of 
Herbe.  The  Russian  main  army,  which 
crossed  the  border  from  Persia,  has 
occupied  Kisll  Robat.  where  the  first 
(unction  between  the  British  patrols 
and  a  Cossack  regiment  was  made, 
while  another  Russian  column,  operat- 
ing from  Baneh.  In  the  Province  of 
Mosul,  has  begun  once  more  an  of- 
fensive to  cut  the  Turkish  communi- 
cations   in    the    rear. 

But  meanwhile  the  Turkish  Com- 
mand demoralized  by  continual  defeat. 
as  It  Is  organised  what  appears  to  be 
a  counter-thrust  to  drive  a  wedge  be- 
tween the  British  and  Russian  troops 
on  the  Dlala  river  a  tributary  of  the 
Tigris.  flowing  northeastward  Into 
Persia.  According  to  the  British  of- 
ficial report  the  remnants  of  an  Otto- 
man army  which  on  April  6  was  re- 
treating in  the  direction  of  Flfrl.  has 
turned  and,  In  conjunction  with  the 
Turkish  forces  on  the  west  bank  of  the 
Tigris,  has  begun  a  converging  move- 
ment against  the  British  line  between 
the  Dlala  and  Adheim  rivers.  »A 
stiffening  of  the  Turkish  resistance  on 
the  upper  Dlala  beyond  Khanlkln  In- 
dicates that  their  leaders  hope  to  hold 
the  Russians  there  while  delivering 
their   blow   at   the    British. 

important  Potato  Taken 
However,   the  British  on  Sunday  held 
possession    of    the    left    bank     of      the 
Adheim    and    were In contact      with 


Turkish  patrols  at  Oarfa-Dely  Abbas. 
On  the  same  'day  the  British  captured 
the  Balad  station  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Tigris,  with  the  group  of  huts 
known  as  Herbe.  54  miles  from  Bagh- 
dad, the  following  day.  Nine  officers 
and  200  men  of  other  ranks  were 
made  prisoner,  and  the  booty  compris- 
ed two  machine  guns  and  much  rail- 
way   material. 

The  occupation  of  Kizll  Robat  by 
the  Russians  suggests  that  their  Junc- 
tion with  the  British  has  been  solidly 
cemented.  This  town  is  28  miles  be- 
low Khamlkln.  where  the  Russian 
main  forces  were  last  reported  to  be. 
The  Russian  operations  In  Mosul, 
about  160  miles  to  the  north,  are 'Sig- 
nificant. In  the  direction  of  Panjwln, 
Russian  soldiers  have  driven  the  Turk- 
ish defenders  from  their  positions  In 
the  region  of  Ntrban,  13  miles  south- 
west of  Baneh.  and  are  now  pursuing 
the   fleeing  enemy. 

If  this  Russian  army  can  achieve  Its 
object,  it  will  occupy  Mosul,  which 
the  Turks  are  now  using  as  a  base  of 
operations.  This  would  spell  Ottoman 
disaster  in  the  entire  region  south  to- 
ward Baghdad,  and  would  cause  the 
Turkish  line  to  contract  for  the  sur- 
render of  territory  far  greater  than 
that  yielded  by  the  Germans  In  France. 
Throughout  the  east,  however,  the 
fighting  has  become  >opea  strategy,  and 
now  that  the  Russian  regiments  can 
be  supplied  by  the  comparatively 
short  British  water  route,  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  Just  how  the  Russo-Brlt- 
ish  process  of  strangulation  is  to  be 
checked   by    the    Turks. 


Victim  of  Gorman  Barbarism 
LONDON.  April  11.— Rev.  Dr.  James 
Hope  Moulton  died  at  sea  from  expo- 
sure after  the  ship  In  which  he  was  re- 
turning home  from  a  missionary  tour 
in  India  had  been  sunk,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  here.  Rev,  Dr. 
Moulton  was  born  in  1863.  He  was 
Greenwood  Professor  of  Hellenistic 
Greek  and  Indo-European  Philology  at 
Manchester  University. 


Switzerland  Takes  Charge 
BERNE,  April  11.— As  a  result  of  the 
rupture  of  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  Austria-Hungary,  Switzer- 
land will  take  charge  of  the  Austrian 
Interests  In  Paris.  The  Swiss  also  will 
look  after  the  Italian  and  Fren<Jh  'Inter- 
ests in  Vienna,  which  formerly  were 
cared   for  by  the   American  Embassy.

OTTAWA,  April  11.— Encouraged  by 
the  presence  of  His  Excellency  the  Duke 
of  Devonshire,  Inspired  by  the  assurance 
or  support  from  Sir  George  E  Foster, 
acting  Premier;  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler, 
leader  of  the  Opposition,  HI*  Lordship 
Bishop  Roper,  of  Ottawa,  and  officially 
welcomed  by  Mayor  Fisher,  the  dele- 
gates assembled  In  the  fourth  annual 
Canadian  and  International  Good  Roads 
Congress  proceeded  to  business  yester- 
day afternoon. 

It  was  a  notable  opening  for  an  event 
which  will  be  of  far-reaching  Import- 
ance In  the  future  road-making  policy* 
to  be  pursued  throughout  the  Domin- 
ion. His  Excellency  the  Duke  of  Devon- 
shire, one  of  the  most  ardent  advocates 
of  good  roads  In  England,  assured  the 
congress  of  his  support  co-operation 
and  sympathy,  and  lauded  the  efforts 
which  the  organisation  has  already 
made  In  the  way  of  good  roads. 

Following  an  addrodt  of  welcome  ten- 
dered by  President  J.  Duchastel  de 
Montrouge.  which  waa  listened  to  by 
the  several  hundred  delegates  present, 
and  which  outlined  the  alms  and  ob- 
jects of  the  association.  His  Excellency 
replied  In  an  extended  address.  After 
declared  the  Congress  officially  opened, 
he  regretted  the  absence  of  the  Amer- 
ican delegates,  who  had  been  delayed 
through  missing  connections,  but  de- 
clared that  tho  event*  which  had  hap- 
pened in  the  past  few  days  and  which 
had  brought  the  United  States  Into  the 
war  would  Intensify  'the  cordiality  of 
their  welcome.  Road-making,  he  said, 
was  a  patriotic  work,  an  essential 
preparation  for  tho  peace  which  Is  to 
come. 

Almost  every  phase  of  the  benefits 
accruing  to  a  country  from  ths  good 
roads  movement  from  the  haphaaard 
methods  of  half  a  century  ago  to  ths 
specialised  construction  of  the  present 
day.  declared  that  the  future  history 
of  fhe  country  would  be  reflected  by  Its 
roads.

GERMAN  EDUCATION 


TORONTO.  April  11.— "The  whole 
German  syntem  of  education  has  been 
proved  a  frightful  failure,  even  In  tho** 
▼ery  thing-*  In  which  It  moot  prided  It- 
self," said  President  Falconer,  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  speaking  yester- 
day at  tho  Mth  annual  convention  of  the 
Ontario  Educational  Association.  When 
■peaking  on  "the  healing  of  the  Ideals 
o.  the  belligerent*  on  education,"  be 
hastened  to  add  that  all  these  years 
there  have  been  excellent  systems  of 
education  la  France  aad  Oreat  Brttata. 
which  be  left  plainly  to  be  Inferred 
could  s*  profitably  /irtodted  In  the  Can- 
adlan  schools  of  the  future. 

Speaking  of  the  discipline  inculcated 
by  tb*  war,  he  onld: 

"The  returnlag  sotdlers  will  be  able 
J  to  laf use  the  whole  Canadian  eavlren- 


ment  and  atmosphere  with  n  sense  of 
living;  more  closely  to  ths  groat  law  of 
extreme  accuracy  and  efficient  co-oper- 
ation." 

At  the  evening  session.  Dean  Paken- 
hsm.  of  the  faculty  of  education,  .Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,,  was  sleeted  presi- 
dent.

There  could  hardly  hav*  bees  any 
doubt  entertained  that  under  existing 
condlttohs  Admiralty  advice  would  fa- 
vor tho  rs— tabll*hm*nt  of  Esquimau 
•a  a  naval  baa*.  One  of  the  prelimi- 
nary stops  to  that  desideratum  la  the 
building  of  the  drydoek  already  planned 
by  the  Dominion  Government.  A  result 
of  Sir  Robert  Borden'*-  vieit  to  London 
will  moat  probably  be  greater  naval  ac- 
tivity at  Esquimau.  Oversees  naval 
co-operation  Is  one  of  the  subjects  be- 
fore the  Imperial  War  Conference.  It 
will  be  recalled  that  had  It  not  been 
for  Germany's  challenge  to  humanity 
Bir  John  Jellicoe  waa  to  have  visited 
Canada  to  confer  with  the  Government 


and   advise  upon  a  permanent   policy. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  so  far 
any   plans   for  a  permanent   naval   pol- 
icy on   the  part  of  the  Dominion  have 
been  In  abeyance,  but  Canada  has  been 
steadily   contributing     from    her     man- 
hood to  Brflaia'a  naval  needs.    The'time 
now    appears    rlpo     for     some     definite 
steps,   preparatory   to   the    re-establish- 
ment   of    Kequlmalt    to    be    used    by    a 
Canadian  unit  of  the  future  as  well  as 
by  warahipa  of  Great   Britain  and   her 
Allies.    Tho  port  has  been  used  by  Jap- 
anese  and    British    warships    since    the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  but  while   it  has 
served    a    useful    purpose,    the    lack    of 
up-to-date     dock     accommodation      ha* 
proved    a   saver*    handicap.      Owing    to 
the  development  of  naval  power  In  the 
Purine  and  the  Increasing  radius  with- 
in  which    submarines   can   operate,   the 
establishment  hers  of  a  fully  equipped 
n.ivijl  base  is  a  certainty  of  the  future. 
A   first   step   towards   this   end   will   be 
the  construction  of  a  Government  dry- 
dock  at  Lang's  Cove.     The  advisability. 
or  otherwise,  of  thta  move  is  one  of  the 
questions    that    has    been    taken    up    by 
the    Canadian     ministers     during     their 
present    visit    to    London.     The   site  Is 
purchased,   the   plans  and   specifications 
prepared   and   the   work   could   be   com- 
menced with  a  minimum  of  delay.    The 
money  required  for  the  first  year's  ex- 
penditure   can    be    provided    under    the 
War    Measure*    Act.     The    undertaking 
will  occupy  from   three  to  four  years, 
so 'that  the  necessity  of  an  early  com- 
mencement Is  apparent.    The  matter  un- 
doubtedly   will    be    considered    by    the 
Government  at  an  early  date,  and  It  Is 
fair  to  assume  that  during  the  coming 
Bummeg  stops  will  bo  taken  to  increase 
the  faoJJHtles  already  existing  at  Esqul- 
malt.      One    of    tho    very    first    steps 
probably  will  be  the  construction  of  the 
drydoek.

German  auxiliary  steamers  engaging  tn 
raiding  enterprises  nave  been  reported 
eaT  the  Booth  American  Coast  and  in. tho 
Indian  Oeenn.  Those  that  have  been 
Off  the  West  Indies  and  Brasll  were  said 
to  have  been  accompanied  by  one  or 
■are  submarines,  and  if  this  was  the 
case,  the  latter  by  this  time  could  have 
reached  the  Gwlf  of  California,  where 
they  are  said  to  have  been  sighted.  Off 
Chile  or  in  Mexican  waters  It  may 
have  been  possible  for  them  to  secure 
oil  foal,  and  doubtless  they  were  else 
able  to  replenish  their  supply  from  the 
auxiliary  cruiser,  or  cruisers,  which  ac- 
companied them  In  the  first  Instance. 

If  It  ia  true  that  Germany  has  sent 
submarines  to  this  ocean,  the  chances 
of  their  ever  returning  to  their  home 
port  are  very  slim.  As  it  is  doubtful 
If  there  ere  more  than  two  or  three  of 
them,  the  damage  they  can  Inflict  on 
shipping  will  "he  unimportant.  The 
small  merchant  marine  which  plies  this 
ocean,  as  compared  with  the  Atlantic, 
makes  the  target  for  a  submarine  so 
much  the  leas,  and  unless  a  whole  fleet 
of  the  undersea  boats  were  operating  In 
this  ocean  It  Is  difficult  to  imagine 
what  Germany  hopes  to  gain  by  the 
move.  Presuming  that  the  submarines 
are  off  the  Mexican  coast,  it  may  bo 
that  they  are  designed  to  give  aid  to 
that  country  in  belligerent  operations 
agalnat  the  United  States.  The  psy- 
chology of  the  German  mind  and  the 
experiences  in  this  war  show  the  na- 
tion is  capable  of  almost  any  adven- 
ture -no  matter  how  doubtful  its  mili- 
tary value  might  be.  Whatever  the  ob- 
ject In  this  instance,  Washington's 
warning  must  be  observed  and  every 
possible  precaution  taken  to  safeguard 
shipping.

The  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  city 
necessitates  a  word  of  warning.  The 
attention  df  the  public  is  drawn  to  the 
importance  of  promptly  reporting  all 
canes  and  thus  giving  the  medical  men 
a  hotter  chance  of  pro  venting  the  spread 
of  the  trouble  Many  people  still  cling 
to  tho  idea  that  measles  are  not  very 
serious  and  therefore  may  bo  more  or 
lens  disregarded.  In  Itself  tho  disease 
is  comparatively  tattling,  but  in  the 
cane  of  babies,  and  In  view  of  tho  vari- 
ous complications  which  may  arise, 
measles  may  prove  very  serious.  In  the 
present  epidemic  It  has  been  noted  that 
in  a  number  of  cases  whooping  cough 
has  followed,  and  this  has  sometimes 
proved  a  formidable  trouble,  especial, 
ly  la  the  case  of  the  younger  children. 

If  the  parents  of  those  children  who 
are  afflicted  would  exercise  a  little 
more  care  In  reporting  cases  and;  In 
keeping  them  within  doors  until  the 
medical  man  gives  permission  for  them 
to  go  out,  there  would  be  a  groat  deal 
lens  trouble  m  handling  the  situation. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  some 
parents  after  their  own  children  are 
convalescent  seem  to  forget  what  may 
happen  to  seme  other  child,  and  let 
their  little  ones  out  without  consider- 
ing the  possibility  of  tho  infection 
spreading.  Very  often  victims  of 
whooping  cough  and  of  measles  are  al- 
lowed in  tho  street  cars  and  on  tho 
playgrounds,  and  that  Is  how  th*  in- 
fection Is  spread.  Wo  urge  all  heads 
Of  funnies  to  take  every  precaution  In 
their  power  and  to  act  without  devia- 
tion on   medical   advice. 


The   efforts    of   the   German    press   to 
explain   away   the  Battle  of  Arras  are 
Jejune,  to  say  the  least.    One  newspaper 
expresses     the     belief     the     headquar- 
ters     staff      reckoned      on      tho      fight 
and  that  It  lay  direct  In  the  plan  of  the 
German   Chief  Command.     A  statement 
of  this  character  Is  for  local  consump- 
tion, so  but  little  attention  must  be  paid 
to   It.      No  army   willingly    loses    11,000 
men  in  prisoners  and  scores  of  guns  of 
all  calibres  unless  some  important  mili- 
tary  objective   Is   to   be   achieved.     The 
truth   Is    that   either    tho    enemy    was 
taken    completely    by    surprise    or    else 
he  overestimated  the  defensive  power  of 
his  trench  fortifications.     Possibly  both 
explanations  furnish  the  reason  for  the 
complete   character  of  the   British   suc- 
cess.     The    preponderance    of    artillery 
power    is    now    altogether    against    the 
Germans.     Under  no  circumstances  can 
the  Allies'  lead  in  this  military  branch 
be  overtaken.     On  the  contrary,  the  en- 
try of  the  United   Btates  Into   the  war 
means  that,  if  it  is  found  desirable,  the 
munitions  supply  can  be  very  largely  in- 
creased.    In   fact   the   only    problem   as 
to  how  great  that  increase  would  be  Is 
tho    shipping    available    to    carry    It    to 
Kurope. 

As  in  the  Bailie  of  the  Somme,  so 
In  the  fighting  at  Arras,  artillery  power 
was  the  main  factor  of  success,  it  Is 
regrettable  that  the  weather  conditions 
should  be  proving  so  bad  as  to  some 
extent  they  will  militate  against  the 
British  in  following  up  their  plans  .and 
allow  the  enemy  more  time  for  reor- 
ganisation. It  seems  that  artillery  Is 
being  brought  up  rapidly  to  support  the 
forward  movement,  another  indication 
of  the  perfection  attained  in  the  prepar- 
ations for  an  offensive.  The  tanks 
are  again  playing  a  conspicuous  part 
in  the  war,  a  fact  which  should  set  at 
rest  the  criticism  that  has  been  made 
of  their  military  value. 

Yesterday  further  prisoners  were 
taken,  together  with  the  village  of 
Monchy-le-Preux,  which  lies  some  five 
miles  east  of  Arraa.  The  fight  made 
by  the  Germans  at  this  point  savors  of 
an  attempt  to  cover  the  retreat  which 
will  have  to  be  made,  as  the  British 
now  held  all  the  high  ground  and  their 
guna  are  sweeping  the  plain  of  Douai. 
A  week  or  two  of  fine  weather  should 
be  fruitful  of  happenings  in  this  area. 
Conditions  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
were  so  bad  that  tho  airplanes  could 
do  little  useful  work.  Their  co-opera- 
tion Is  absolutely  necessary  for  tho  suc- 
cess of  advancing  troops  under  modern 
war  conditions,  and  the  minor  charac- 
ter of  tho  fighting  yesterday  is  ex- 
plained by  the  inability  to  carry  out 
aerial   reconnaissance  work.

Measure  'Which  Fixes  Scope 
of  'Royal  Commission  to  In- 
vestigate Vancouver  Election 
Irregularities. 


Tha  bill  under  which  the  Judicial  com., 
mission  will  investigate  the  election  ir- 
regularities at  the  by-election  in  Van- 
couver In  February,  of  last  year  was 
brought  down  in  the  Legislature  yester- 
day afternoon  by  Premier  Brewster.  It 
names  Judge  William  Galllher.  Judge 
Murphy  and  Judge  W.  A.  Ifacdonald  as 
commissioners,  the  nrst  named  to  be 
chairman.  Provision  la  made  for  the 
appointment  by  the  Commission  of 
needed  counsel,  clerks,  etc.  The  aittlngs 
will  be  held  In  Vancouver  "forthwith  or 
ao  soon  aa  convenient,"  but  power  to  alt 
elsewhere  in  the  Province  or  outside  the 
Province,  where  deemed  necessary,  is 
given,  and  in  sudji  case  one  commls- 
eloner  wUl  he  sufficient.  Power  to  apply 
to  foreign  courts  to  compel  attendance 
of  witnesses  in  such  foreign  Jurisdic- 
tion, production  of  documents,  etc.','  the 
name  as  can  be  done  In  B.C.  Is  also 
given. 

The  widest  possible  scope  Is  granted 
to  the  Commlslaoners  to  investigate 
Into  all  irregularities  "before  or  after" 
the  bye-election.  The  Commissioners 
•haU  report  to  the  l.leutenant-Oovernor- 
In-CouncU  its  findings,  and  especially 
the  names  of  all  persona  whom  they  And 
to  be  guilty  of  Irregularities  or  illegal 
practices.  The  report  must  be  presented 
within  fifteen  days  after  such  report  Is 
made  If  the  Legislature  is  then  In  aes- 
»lon  .or  if  not,  then  within  ttfteen  days 
of  the  assembling  of  the  next  Legisla- 
ture. 

Evidence  presented  at  the  Inquiry  Is 
privileged  except  In  caaea  of  Indictment 
for  perjury  committed  in  such  answers. 
Immunity  Is  given  to  all  witnesses  "for 
the  more  effectual  prosecuting  the  In- 
quiry." The  Commlslson  Is  also  given 
power  to  punish  for  failure  of  witnesses 
diimmoiied  to  appear  or  for  refualng  to 
testify,  etc.  All  expenses,  travelling 
outlays,  ate.,  will  he  paid  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

By  the  bill  to  amend  the  Contagious 
Diseases  tAnimels)  Act.  the  existing 
too  strict  regulations  governing  dairies 
which,  if  enforced,  would  put  them  out 
of  business,  are  relaxed,  while  not  af- 
fecting the  protection  of  the  consumers 
so  far  as  the  quality  of  the  milk  Is  con- 
cerned. The  amendments  were  urged 
by  the  dairy  Interests,  and  have  been

MAKE  CHANGE  IN  SYSTEM 

Agricaltoral   Department   Will   Adept   New 

Method    of    Week    la    the    Northern 

Sections  of  Frevtace 

A  change  In  the  system  hitherto  In 
vogue  In  the  supervision  of  the  work  com- 
ing under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
the  northern  portion  of  the  Province  haa 
been  decided  upon  by  Hon.  John  Oliver, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  wub  a  view  to 
greater  economy.  Mr.  McCullech,  the  de- 
partment's representative  at  Quesnet,  will 
be  moved  to  Kamloopa,  The  former  point 
is  net  deemed  a  good  centre  from  which 
to  work.  While  there  Is  some  agricultural 
land  in  that  neighborhood  there  is  really 
none  between  there  and  Fort  Qeprge. 
Kamloopa  la  the  logical  centre  tor  the*  de- 
partment's work  In  tbat  district,  especially 
In  respect  ef  the  live  stoek  Industry  as  well 
aa  in  the  Nicola  and  Thompson  River  sec- 
tions and  tbe  work  can  be  better  attended 
to  from   Kamloopa. 

Another  change  la  the  placing  of  the 
work  at  the  two  dry-farming  plots  at  the 
Ms-mile  Post  on  the  old  Cariboo  Road, 
and  at  Chllchena,  In  the  Nicola  Valley, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  instead  of,  aa  hitherto,  keep- 
ing It  under  the  charge  of"  the  Department 
fo  Leads.  Splendid  work  In  the  demon- 
stration of  the  ability  of  the  dry  farming 
processes  bss  keen  dene  at  those  points 
the  experiments  showing  an  Increase  in  the 
yield  ef  wheat  and  oats  to  more  than 
doable  the  usual  yield  secured  by  farmers. 
With  each  Increased  yields  secured  by  far- 
mers the  problem  of  securing  Winter  feed 
for  tbe  eattle  oa  the  range  will  be  solved. 
The  experiments  conducted  oa  the  plots  has 
•hewa  the  practicability  of  producing  crop- 
without  water.  It  has  been  to  that  end 
that  the  Department  ef  Lands  has  been 
carrying  on  Its  experiments,  the  production 
of  feed  In  Winter  where  there  Is  an  ab- 
sence ef  water  rather  than  encouraging  the 
farmers  to  grow  grain  fo  sale.  These  ex- 
periments  will   be   csntlnurd.

The  second  Japanese  soldier  to  re- 
turn to  the  Coast  is  Pte.  T.  Fujll.  who 
Is  a  veteran  of  tbe  Russo-Japanese  and 
Chinese  wars  as  well  as  aeveral  Im- 
portant aotions  In  the  present  strug- 
gle. He  is  the  possessor  of  the  Jap- 
anese decoration  equivalent  to  the  Vic- 
toria Cross.  Enlisting  in  Chlgary  with 
a  Prairie  unit,  he  went  to  the  front 
without  delay  and  there  fell  a  victim 
to  nephritis,  as  well  -as  narrowly 
escaping  death  from  a  shell  explosion. 
At  Sanctuary  Wood 
Pte.  J.  Whyte,  of  the  7th  Battalion, 
la  also  back  in  Victoria.  He  spent 
sixteen  months  in  the  trenches  and 
waa  with  the  lat  Canadian  Division  at 
the  second  battle  of  Ypres,  while  he 
also  went  through  the  heavy  fighting 
at  Sanctuary  Wood  and  Maple  Copse. 
He  was  wounded  during  the  action  at 
ypres  aallent  last  June.  Pte.  W. 
Stewart,  another  soldier  who  has  al- 
ready been  attached  to  the  Esquimau 
hospital,  waa  with  the  68th  Battalion, 
and  was  wounded  In  the  foot  and  arm 
on  September  20.  at  Thiepval.  He  en- 
listed  in  jReglna. 

Sergt.  G.  L.  Fraser,  who  is  still  on 
the  Mainland,  was  In  charge  of  the 
whole  party.  He  won  the  Military 
Medal  for  bravery  in  the  Held,  and  is 
now  recovering  from  a  severe  shaklng- 
up  received  on  the  Somme.  In  July 
a  sniper's  bullet  struck  him  In  the 
neck,  but  the  wound  healed  quickly  and 
after  several  months  In  a  Boulogne 
hospital  he  went  back  to  the  firing 
line.  Thla  was  In  time  to  get  Into  the 
thickest  of  the  lighting  on  the  Somme 
front,  where  on  October  8,  he  was 
•truck  in  the  chest  and  leg  by  a  bomb. 
Although  in  May,  1910.  he  was  re- 
ported dead.  CpU  J.  C.  Nlcol  was  ap- 
parently much  alive  when  he  got  back 
to  British  Columbia.  He  lived  in 
Prince  George  prior  to  enlisting  and  he 
went  to  France  as  a  member  of  the 
leth  Battalion,  Canadian  Scottish.  He 
fought  at  Ypres  and  Festubert,  and  it 
was  during  the  latter  engagement  that 
he  waa  reported  dead.  He  has  the 
unique  experience  of  reading  the  an- 
nouncement of  his  own  death  in  sever- 
al newspapers.  He  was  Anally  put 
temporarily  out  of  action  at  Vlmy 
Ridge,  where  he  was  hit  by  a  bomb 
fragment. 

Cpl.  A.  Little  is  another  veteran  of 
Ypres,  having  served  there  after  going 
out  with  the  30th  Battalion.  He  was 
transferred  to  the  16th  and  early  In 
1913.  he  was  encamped  with  thirteen 
other  men  In  a  farmhouse,  which  was 
bit  by  a  ahell  and  every  one  was 
wounded,  one  being  killed.  He  was 
hit  again  at  Ypres  salient  last  Spring. 
Pte.  K.  MacDonald,  who  returned  on 
Tuesday,  was  with  the  4th  Battalion 
at  Moquet  Farm  and  he  was  wounded 
during  the  stlffest  part  of  the  fighting 
there,  on  September  10,  being  struck  in 
the  ankle  by  the  nose  cap  of  a  shell. 
Sergt.  A.  Cooper  went  away  with  the 
I02nd  Battalion,  under  Lieut. -Col.  J.  W. 
Warden,  and  took  part  in  the  taking 
of    Reglna    Trench,    last    October. 

Pte.  P.  Faber  was  with  the  28th  Bat- 
talion "Tobln's  Tigers."  He  was  wound- 
ed at  the  engagement  at  Thlepval- 
Combles.  last  September.  Pte.  Faber 
was  wounded  In  the  right  arm  while 
helping  to  take  one  of  the  enemy's 
positions. 

8ergt.  D.  Baxter,  another  member  of 
the  102nd,  was  wounded  In  the  abdo- 
men and  left  arm  while  defending 
Reglna  Trench  after  Its  capture  had 
been  affected  by  the  Canadian  forces. 
The  three  men  who  returned  by  yes- 
terday's boat  were  Sergt.  R.  F.  Wills, 
Pte.  G.  McDonald  and  Pte.  J.  Winter. 
Sergt.  Wills  left  here  with  the  80th 
Battalion,  while  Pte  McDonald 
with    the    l»th    ''robin's    Tigers." 


Increases  in  Provincial  succession 
duties  which  are  expected  to  double  tne 
present  revenue  from  that  source  are 
provided  for  in  an  act  to  amend  the 
"Succession  Duties  Act"  introduced  by 
Premier  Brewster  yesterday.

$200,000  a  year;  the  new  scale  is  ex- 
pected to  raise  this  amount  to  1400,000. 
The  Increases  are  one  of  many  which 
will  be  made  effective  by  the  Govern- 
l  ment  In  Its  effort  to  raise  greater  rev- 
enue. 

Under  the  existing  act  on  an  estate 
which  goes  to  a  father,  mother,  hus- 
band, wife,  child,  daughter-in-law  or 
son-in-law  of  the  deceased  the  duty  col- 
lected on  amounts  of  from  (25,000  to 
$100,000  Is  1»A  per  cent.  The  new  act 
provides  for  an  additional  tax  of  1  per 
cent  on  estates  of  from  $60,000  to  $100,- 
000.  On  estates  of  $100,000  to  $200,000 
the  existing  tax  is  1V4  Per  cent  for  the 
first  $100,000  and  2Va  per  cent  for  the 
next  $100,000.  The  new  act  imposes  an 
additional  tax  of  1%  per  cent  on  All 
estates  ranging  between  $100,000  and 
$200,000.  On  all  estates  above  $200,000 
the  present  tax  is  6  per  cent.  This  is 
increased  by  the  following  additional 
taxes:  On  amounts  between  $200,000 
and  $300,000,  2  per  cent;  $800,000  to 
$400,000,  2V4  per  cent;  $400,000  to  $600.- 
000,  8  per  cent;  $600,000  to  $600,000,  4 
per  cent;  $600,000  and  up,  6  per  cent 

On  estates  going  to  grandfather, 
grandmother  or  lineal  ancestor,  except 
father  or  mother,  or  to  any  brother  or 
sister,  or  the  descendants  of  such 
brother  or  sister,  or  to  brother  or  slater 
of  the  father  or  mother  of  the  deceased, 
the  present  tax  Is  6  per  cent  of  all  sum* 
over  $5,000.  Such  estates  are  now 
placed  on  a  graduated  scale  by  the  new 
act  brought  down  today  and  to  this 
graduated  scale  Is  added  a  supertax. 
The  graduated  scale  under  the  new  act 
provides  for  the-  f alleging  r*te*»of  tax- 
ation: Estates  of  $6,000  to  $26,000,  6 
per  cent;  $25,000  to  $60,000,  7ft  per 
cent;  $50,000  to  $100,000.  10  per  cent; 
$100,000  and  upward.  12%  per  cent.  To 
these  taxes  are  added  the  following 
supertaxes:  On  estates  of  $26,000  to 
$50,000,  one-half  of  1  per  cent;  $60,000 
to  $100,000,  1  per  cent;  $100,000  to 
$150,000,  \Vt  per  cent;  $160,000  to  8200,- 
000,  2  per  cent;  $200,000  to  $250,000.  2% 
per  cent:  $260,000  to  $800,000,  8  per 
cent;  $300,000  to  $360,000,  8V4  per  cent; 
$350,000  to  $400,000,  4  per  cent;  $400,- 
000  to  $460,000,  4V4  P«r  cent;  $450,000 
and  upward,  5  per  cent. 

Heavily  increased  rates  are  also  pro- 
vided for  estates  which  are  left  to  "any 
other  degree  of  consanguinity"  or  "for 
the  use  of  any  stranger  in  blood."  The 
rate  under  the  present  act  Is  10  per  cent 
on  all  amounts  over  $6,000.  Under  the 
new  act  the  rate  will  be:  On  estates  of 
$5  000  to  $10,000.  10  per  cent:  $10,000  to 
$25  000.  12%  per  cent;  $26,000  to  $500.- 
000,  15  per  cent;  $500,000  and  upward, 
20  per  cent.

In  the  end,  the  motion,  which 
was  made  by  Mr.  George  H.  Cowan, 
K.C.,  acting  for  the  liquidator,  was 
diamlsaed,  but  coats  were  given  to  the 
liquidator. 

Tea  Shortage  Vest—  in  all  probabil- 
ity British  Columbia  tea  drinkers  will 
have  to  forego  that  delightful  beverage 
before  the  end  of  the  coming  Bummer, 
if  arrangements  cannot  be  mad*  to 
have  tho  tea  shipped  oomc  way  other 
than  oyer  the  P  &.  O  steamship  line 
from  Colombo  to  Hongkong.  A  cable- 
gram from  Hongkong  was  received  by 
Vancouver  importers  to  the  effect  that 
■pace  cannot  be  found  for  tea  ship- 
ments unti|  June  or  July,  which  means 
that  no  more  tea  will  arrive  In  British 
Columbia  until  late  In  September.

Baptist  Ml— Ions  Mr.  W.  Marchant. 
Rev.  W.  Stevenson.  Emmanuel  Church 
and  Dr.  J.  Ruseell,  the  First  Church, 
were  delegates  from  Victoria  to  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  Brltlah  Co- 
lumbia Baptist  Missions  which  opened 
at  Vancouver  on  Tueaday  morning.  Re- 
ports were  read  by  the  chairman  of  the 
work  transacted  in  every  church 
throughout  the  Province.

Advocates  Stool  Industry— What  was 
wanted  most  of  all  in  British  Colum- 
bia waa  Industries,  chiefly  ateel,  de- 
clared Mr.  J.  A.  Cunningham,  president 
of  the  B.  C.  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion, In  an  addreaa  to  the  Rotary  Club, 
of  Vancouver.  When  he  waa  in  Otta- 
wa a  few  weeka  ago  he  had  the  assur- 
ance of  $40,000,000  of  orders  for  this 
particular  Industry,  if  he  had  been 
able  to  fill  the  agreement  in  British 
Columbia.  Approximately  1,000,000 
rounds  of  high  explosive  sheila  had 
been  turned  out  In  Vancouver,  Vic- 
toria and  New  Weatminater  alnce  the 
war  commenced,  with  few  rejections. 
1,200  men  and  women  being  employed 
in  these  munitions  factories.  If  Brit- 
ish Columbia  had  a  steel  industry  aho 
would  be  in  a  position  to  receive  many 
ordera   for   wooden   and    ateel    ships. 

Thanks  Canadians —  Mr.  C.  A.  Bogert, 
treasurer  of  the  British  Sailors  Re- 
lief Fund  of  Canada,  haa  received  a 
communication  from  Sir  Edward  Car- 
son, Flrat  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  con- 
veying tho  grateful  thanks  of  tho 
Board  of  Admiralty  for  the  munificent 
contribution  made  through  that  fund 
by  the  people  of  Canada  towards  tho 
maintenance  of  the  various  charities, 
orphanagea  and  hospitals  eatabllshed 
for  tho  benefit  of  men  belonging  to 
tho  Royal  Navy  and  of  their  families. 
Sir  Edward  adds:  "May  I  be  permitted 
also  to  express  my  own  and  my  col- 
leagues pleasure  at  the  decision  of 
your  committee  to  allocate  a  similar 
aum  to  the  support  of  Institutions 
maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  mer- 
cantile marine,  whoae  courage  end  en- 
durance have  deaervedly  won  the  ad- 
miration and  the  gratitude  of  the  Em- 
pire." 

Without  Jurisdiction— The  six  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, Chief  Justice  Hunter,  Mr. 
Justice  Morrison.  Mr.  Justice  Clement, 
Mr.  Justice  Murphy,  Mr.  Justice  Oreg> 
ary  and  Mr.  Justice  Macdonald,  sitting 
at  Vancouver  as  a  special  tribunal  to 
hear  the  appeal  of  Mr.  Alfred  Hall 
against  hla  disbarment  ea  a  solicitor 
and  barrister,  were  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  the  preliminary  objections 
of  the  Benchers  were  well  founded  and 
that  tho  court  wsa  without  jurisdiction. 
The  finding  of  the  court  waa  delivered 
by  Chief  Justice  Hunter,  Who  pointed 
to  the  need  of  amendment  of  the  legis- 
lation which  required  all  the  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court  to  alt  upon  the 
caae.  It  was  Intimated  that  the  only 
course  the  appellant  now  has  wag  to 
proceed  by  way  of  mandamus.  If  ho 
thought  the  Benchers  were  unlawfully 
withholding  from  him  hla  reinstate- 
ment. •

Municipal  Committee  Will  'Rec- 
ommend That  Plan  of  Pro- 
portional Representation  Be 
Permitted  if  Electors  Wish  It. 


The  municipal  committee  yesterday 
morning  decided  to  recommend  that 
provision*  to  enable  cltlea  to  employ 
the  proportional  representation  method 
of  eleo tin*  mayors  and  councils  should 
be  covered  by  a  separate  bill  which 
would  apply  both  to  Vancouver  and  to 
the  cities  working-  under  the  general 
Municipal  Act. 

The  proposed  bill  will  give  cities 
power  to  take  a  local  plebesctte  on 
the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  pro- 
portional representation  should  be 
adopted.   

If  the  recommendation  which  the 
committee  will  make  to  the  House  la 
approved  women  will  be  permitted  to 
t  occupy  the  same  status  as  men  in  re- 
spect of  the  right  to  voting  and  sitting 
on  municipal,  council  boards.  Before  the 
committee  there  appeared  a  deputation 
of  Victoria  women  who  urged  that  the 
necessary  change  in  the  Municipal  Act 
be  made  to  permit  of  their  request  be- 
ing granted.  They  pointed  out  that  in 
urban  municipalities  there  was  little 
difference  between  women  and  men  in 
respect  to  voting  except  that  the  wo- 
men could  not  vote  on  road  taxes  as 
they  could  not  be  charged  with  such, 
but  they  could  vote  when  householders 
as  was  proposed  under  the  amendment 
to  the  Act  already  considered  by  the 
committee,  but,  they  could  not  alt  on 
municipal  councils.  The  ladles  stated 
they  were  willing  to  render  themselves 
liable  to  the  road  tax  aa  Tong  aa  they 
were  given  the  right  to  vote  at  muni- 
cipal elections'  even  if  they  were  not 
property   owners. 

The  requeat  of  the  women  was  un- 
animously approved  by  the  committee 
and  the  necessary  change  In  the  Muni- 
cipal Act  will  be  recommended  to  the 
end  that  there  shall  be  no  distinction 
between   males   and    femalea.

Mr.  A.  H.  Sperry,  general  manager  of 
the  con  at  ruction  department  of  the  I*. 
O.  E.  under  the  P.  Welch  contract,.  *ae 
the  only  wltneae  before  the  legislative 
committee  investigating  the  affairs  of 
the  P.  O.  E.  when  the  committee's  sea- 
alon  was  resumed  this  morning  at  the 
legislative  buildings.  The  time  was 
chiefly  taken  up  with  examination  by 
Mr.  Taylor,  K.C.,  representing  the  De- 
partment of  Railways,  relative  to  a 
statement  which  Mr.  Sperry  submit- 
ted showing  operating  costs  on  those 
portions  of  ths  line  now  being  worked. 
Mr.  E.  P.  Davis,  K.C.,  Informed  the 
committee  that  the  audit  of  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  contractor  would  be 
ready  In  the  afternoon.  .Fourteen  men 
had  been  working  continuously  on  It 
since  It  was  ordered.  He  asked  that  an 
order  be  laaued  that  no  smoking  be  per- 
mitted In  the  room  in  which  la  kept  the 
books  and  papers. 

Mr.  8.  S.  Taylor,  K.C.,  counsel  for  the 
Government,  promised  Mr.  Davi.  and 
Mr.  H.  A.  Maclean,  K.C..  a  copy  of  the 
auditors'  statement  on  -the  contractor's 
affairs  as  submitted  before  the  Easter 
recess.  He  stated  the  auditors  were  of 
the  opinion  that  the  difference  between 
what  Welch  had  received  from  the  Gov- 
ernment guarantees  and  that  paid  out  to 
sub-contractora  and  atationmen  would 
amount  to  more  than  the  aeven  mil- 
lions said  to  be  shown  by  that  state- 
ment, as  they  had  not  taken  into  con- 
sideration hia  profits  on  commissariat 
and   other   Items. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Gamble,  chief  engineer  for 
the  Government,  will  be  recalled  to  ex- 
plain an  estimate  of  final  cost  prepared 
by  him  for  the  secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee on  ApriL-i. lleJtaa  let Lthe  city 

for  up-Ialand  polnta  and  was  telegraph- 
ed for  to  return.  In  that  statement  Mr. 
Gamble  had  pointed  out  that  the  cost 
of  locomotives  had  doubled  in  price 
and  that  the  probability  waa  steel  for 
the  high  trestle  could  not  be  got  within 
two  years.  He  had  placed  the  cost  of 
the  P.  G.  E.  In  1913,  from  the  Second 
Narrows  to  Fort  George  (476.1  miles) 
at  187,811, S27. 40.  an  average  of  $68,014 
a  mile.  He  estimated  the  value  of  the 
work  performed  at  118,000,000  and  the 
amount  he  figured  aa  neceasary  to  com- 
plete the  line  waa  $10,770,203.  This 
would  make  his  estlmateof  the  final 
cost  to  complete  today,  $28,779,203,  in- 
cluding rolling  stock  and  equipment,  be- 
ing at  the  rate  of  $60,444  per  mile.  Of 
the  eleven  millions  required  yet,  accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Gamble's  estimate,  the  chief 
items  were:  *-  Engineering,  6126,814; 
grading  of. 51  miles,  $2,689,780:  station 
grounds  and  right  of  way,  $7D0,000; 
bridges  and  culverts.  $2,297,776;  track- 
laying  and  ballasting  (204  miles  at 
$9,246  a  mile,  and  80  miles  without 
rails  at  $3,800  a  mile).  $2,189,980; 
roundhouses  and  shops,  $200,000;  water 
and  fuel  stations,  $100,000;  station 
buildings,  $200,000;  telegraph  line,  $122,- 
000. 

Mr.  Taylor  announced  he  would  de- 
sire to  examine  Mr.  Gamble  on  the  lat- 
ter's  statement  as  to  the  baats  of  his 
figures. 

fteesss  S4,ooo  a  Month 

Mr.  A.  H.  Sperry,  general  manager  of 
the  construction  department  of  the  P. 
G.  E.  under  P.  Welch,  was  placed  on 
the  stand.  Mr.  Sperry,  who  has  been 
connected  with  Mr.  Welch  since  No- 
vember. 1912,  testified  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  P.  G.  E.  Company  and 
never  received  any  salary  from  that 
concern.  He  stated  the  construction 
company  was  operating  the  road,  he 
being  In  charge  of  the  train  service  un- 
der P.  Welch  and  of  the  tracklaylng 
crews.  Up  to  November,  1916,  the  loss 
on  operation  had  amounted  to  $78,411,- 
82,  and  since  then  he  estimated  the  net 
loss  at  about  $4,000  a  month.  Depreci- 
ation of  rolling  stock  would  add  to  that 
loss.  While  the  line  Is  not  yet  fully 
ballasted  the  contractor,  Mr.  Sperry 
said,  Is  permitted  to  operate  a  passen- 
ger ami  freight  service  under  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Department  of  Rail- 
ways. Fifty  per  cent  of  the  line,  he 
estimated.  Is  yet  unballasted.  He  could 
not  say  whether  It  was  a  fact  or  not 
that  the  rails  were  the  lightest  on  any 
railway  In  Canada.  The  equipment  used 
Waa  supplied  by  the  P.  O.  E.  Equipment 
Company,  but,  so  far,  Mr.  Sperry  stated, 
no  arrangement  had  been  made  as  to 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  such  equip- 
ment, which  is  valued  at  $622,000.  Re- 
pairs costing  $138,670  had  been  mad.  to 
the  equipment,  but  the  liability  there- 
fore as  between  the  equipment  company 
and  the  construction  department  had 
not  been  fixed  as  yet.  Some  repairs  had 
been  made  on  second-hand  equipment 
brought  to  the  P.  G.  E.  work  from  the 
O.  T.  P. 

Mr.  Taylor  closely  cross-examined 
witness  as  to  a  large  number  of  Items 
of  operating  cost,  claiming  that  many 
of  the  outlays  had  been  on  construc- 
tion and  had  no  connection  with  the 
operating  department. 

Mr.  Taylor — We  are  submitted  a  state- 
ment showing  the  operating  loss  to  have 
been  $78,000.  and  now  It  is  explained 
that  It  la  the  operating  cost  of  the  con- 
struction work  and,  apparently,  that  Is 
a  liability  which  P.  Welch  will  be  re- 
imbursed by  the  Government. 
Met  Turned  Over 
Mr.  Sperry*— The  road  has  not  yet 
been  turned  over  to  the  company  as  a 
completed  road.  No  statement  has  been 
yet  prepared  showing  the  cost  of  oper- 
stlon  of  the  road  as  a  going  concern  un- 
der the  certificate  of  the  Government. 

Mr.  Taylor  criticised  a  large  number 
of  Itema  of  the  statement  submitted  by 
Mr.  Sperry  claiming  many  of  them  were 
Items  relating  to  construction  account 
and  had  no  right  to  figure  in  operating 
accounts.  He  pointed  out  that  P. 
Welch  as  contractor  had  to  supply  cer- 
tain equipment  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Certain  equipment  was  procured  from 
the  P.  G.  E.  Equipment  Company,  which 
waa  a  Welch  concern,  and  any  payments 
made  by  the  construction  department  to 
the  equipment  company  would  be  In 
contravention  of  the  understanding  un- 
der the  contract  with  the  contractor. 

Mr.  Sperry  stated  that  so  far  no  pay- 
ments had  been  made  to  the  equipment 
company  and  no  arrangements  a.  to 
payment,  for  such  equipment  had  yet 
been  made. 

To  Mr.  Haaes.  who  asked  If  the  com- 
pany had  at  any  time  refused  to  haul 
legs  for  any  parties  asking  for  rates, 
Mr.  Sperry  stated  the  company  had  re- 
fused In  one  case  where  logs  would 
have  been  taken  south  of  the  boundary, 
the  Idea  betas  to  develop  the  natural 
resources  of  the  country  along  the  line 
and  build  up  Industrie,  la  the  terri- 
tory nerved  by  the  railway. 

"We    are    willing    to    give    a    rate   on 

logs    to    tidewater,    but    It    will    be    too 

)  high  to  permit  them  to  .hip  at  a  pro-

said  Mr.  Sperry. 

It  waa  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Davis  that 
the  road,  as  yet.  has  not  been  taken 
over  by  the  Railway  Commission,  but 
when  that  waa  done  the  commission 
would  have  control  of  all  rates. 


The  inquiry  Continued  last  night,  with 
Messrs.  £.  K.  White  and  F.  C.  Kaufman, 
from  the  Vancouver  office  of  P.  Welch, 
who  were  asked  as  to  the  correctness 
of  the  book,  and  vouchers  they  pre- 
auced  and  a  statement  they  filed.  H.  k 
Maclean,  K.C..  urged  that  especial  care 
be  taken  of  these,  as  they  could  not  be 
replaced. 

Mr.  Taylor  drew  from  White  the 
statement  that  all  the  Government 
money  Welch  bad  received  was  $16,675,- 
630.42.  This,  he  explained,  was  for 
grading.  Other  Items,  such  as  for  steel, 
were  credited  to  other  account.. 

Mr.  Taylor:  Why  are  they  not  la  this 
profit  and  loss  account? 

Because  they  went  to  sub-contractors, 
etc.,  and  there  were  no  profits  made. 

Mr.  Taylor:  I  thought  the  statement 
would  show  the  gross  amount  that 
Welch  had  received. 

A.  to  the  other  amount.,  Mr.  Kauf- 
man said  he  could  look  them  up.  As  to 
why  he  had  left  them  out  of  the  etate- 
ment  filed  tonight,  he  explained,  aa  had 
Mr.  White,  it  wa.  a  different  account. 

Mr.  Maclean  wanted  to  know  if  Mr. 
Taylor  didn't  know  what  amount  the 
Government  bad  paid  out.  Mr.  Taylor 
said  they  knew  how  much  had  been  paid 
to  the  P.G.E.,  but  not  how  much  P. 
Welch   had   received. 

Mr.  Taylor  asked  Mr.  White  if  he 
were  not  sure  this  $16,476,630.42  was  all 
the  P.G.E.  paid  to  Welch.  Messrs. 
White  and  Kaufman  were  allowed  to 
check  over  their  figures.  When  they 
concluded,  Mr.  White  explained  once 
more  that  there  was  another  account. 
The  total  amount  P.  Welch  had  received 
waa  $18,314,826.44.  The  difference  be- 
tween this  amount  and  what  waa  shown 
In  their  statement  was  credited  and 
kept  separate. 

Mr.  Taylor  suggested  that  the  differ- 
ence was  what  was  retained  by  the 
I'.G.K.  To  thla  Mr.  Tate  answered  that 
waa  the  case. 

Mr.  Thomas,  secretary  of  the  P.G.E. , 
explained  that  there  always  waa  a  hold- 
back of  ten  per  cent  on  what  was  paid 
to  Mr.  Welch.  He  explained  further 
that  the  Government  had  held  back 
$750,000,  which  waa  part  of  the  total 
amount  owing  to  P.  Welch  by  the  com- 
pany. 

Mr.  Farrls,  the  chairman:  Do  your 
progress  estimates  show  that  P.  Welch 
has  done  work  In  excess  of  a  million 
and  a  half  that  has  been  paid  to  him? 
Mr.  Thomas:  Yes,  more  than  that. 
Mr.  White,  in  anawer  to  a  further 
question  by  Mr.  Taylor,  said  that  all  of 
the  $18,314,825.44  had  not  all  been  In 
cash.  Mr.  Taylor  compared  the  state- 
ment of  tonight  with  the  statement  put 
In  on  March  24,  1917.  He  wanted  to 
know  how  much  money  P.  Welch  had 
actually  received.  Mr.  White  admitted 
there  was  a  difference  between  the 
statements  he  could  not  reconcile,  but 
he  had*  a  file  with  everything  In  detail. 
Mr.  Taylor  then  turned  to  Mr.  Kaufman, 
who  stuck  to  his  figures. 

"We're  not  getting  along  very  fast," 
remarked  Mr.  Taylor,  who  then  asked  If 
Mr.  White  could  account  for  $53,000 
difference  shown  between  the  statement 
and  that  of  Mr.  Thomas,  of  the  P.G.E. 

Mr.  White  aald  he  would  have  to  see 
the  P.G.E.   accounts. 

Mr.  Taylor  then  took  the  witnesses 
over  each  separate  Item  on  the  state- 
ment.

School  Medical  Health  Officer 
Explains  Few  Pupils  Vac- 
cinated Against  Smallpox 
Outbreak,

NEED  CHEERING  DP 


Trustee  Dr.  Hudson  Tells 
Board  This  Can  Best  Be 
Done  by  Favoring  Salary 
Increase  Next  Year. 


Dr.  H.  J.  Wasson,  local  medical 
health  oftVer  of  schools,  Informed  the 
members  of  the  school  board  last  night 
that  Victoria  would  be  facing  a  aerlous 
situation  if  one  case  of  smallpox  de- 
veloped In  any  of  the  city  schools,  be- 
cause practically  none  of  the  younger 
pupils  are  vaccinated  against  It. 

The  doctor  suggested  that  the  small- 
pox would  spread  aa  rapidly  as  did  the 
meaales  from  the  Margaret  Jenkins 
School,  to  which  institution  It  waa 
taken  by  two  brothers.  Investigation 
.how*  the  r*pid  spread  of  thl.  epi- 
demic and  the  large  number  of  chil- 
dren affected  were  due  to  the  fact  that 
vary  few  children  under  10  years  of 
age  In  the  public  achoola  had  had 
measles. 

To  guard  against  an  outbreak  of 
smallpox  here,  the  school  board  agreed 
to  allow  Dr.  Wasson  to  prepare  circu- 
lars on  smallpox  vaccination  and  dis- 
tribute these  throughout  the  schools, 
so  that  parents  may  be  Informed  on 
the    means    of    prevention. 

Trustee  Dr.  Hudson,  also  told  the 
board  that  conditions  here  would  be 
serious  If  one  case  of  smallpox  de- 
veloped. He  declared  that  there  have 
been  nine  esses  In  Vancouver,  from 
which  there  have  been  four  deaths  al- 
ready. One  doctor  from  Vancouver 
told  him  that  there  are  now  eleven 
cases    there. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  that  If  smallpox 
got  here  It  would  spread  very  rapid- 
ly."     Dr.    Hudson    repeated. 

Beheol  Slagtag  Judges— Messrs.  Her- 
bert Kent  and  Frank  Sehl  have  been 
appointed  Judges  of  the  Empire  Day 
singing  competition  among  the  Victoria 
public  achoola  Chairman  Jay  msde 
thla  announcement  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Board   last  night. 


To  encourage  Victoria  public  school 
teacher  a  some  of  whom  he  declared  to  be 
discouraged  and  "burning  from  a  sense 
or  injustice,"  Trustee  Dr.  Hudson  last 
night  asked  the  member,  of  the  School 
Board  to  pas.  a  resolution  recommend- 
ing to  next  year's  Board  the  advisabil- 
ity of  providing  for  an  lncreeae  of 
salaries  to  restore  them  to  what,  they 
were  before  the  cut  of  ten  per  cent 
made  after  the  outbreak  of  war.  The 
resolution  was  laid  over  until  next 
meeting  so  that  It  can  be  re-drafted. 

Some  of  the  trustee,  told  Dr.  Hudson 
that  although  they  were  not  opposed  tq 
the  resolution.  It  meant  nothing,  ss  the 
present  Board  could  not  bind  next  year'. 
Board,  and  that,  anyhow.  It  wa.  too 
early  yet  to  decide  what  should  be  done 
at  the  end  of  the  year  a.  conditions 
may  be  radically  changed  by  then. 

Dr.  Hudson,  however,  wanted  the 
resolution  passed,  as  he  said  the  teach- 
ers would  be  cheered  up  to  better  »rlth- 
atand  the  rising  coat  of  living  If  they 
knew  the  board  sympathized  with  them 
In  their  struggle. 

"A  teachers  life  Js  not  easy,"  said  Dr. 
Hudson.  "It  is  .strenuous,  and  ho*'  little 
thanks  the  teacher  geta.  How  seldom 
do  the  teachers  get  the  thanks  of  par- 
ents, for  the  children  of  whom  they 
have  done  so  much?  How  cheerleaa  It 
Is  from  their  point  of  view!" 

He  went  on  to  say  that  unleas  salar- 
ies wcre  restored  to  former  levels  It 
would  be  hard  to  keep  good  teachers 
here.  He  thought  that  Vancouver  had 
already  restored  salaries,  leaving,  Vic- 
toria lagging  behind. 

Dr.  Hudson  said  that  the  proposed 
restoration  would  Increaae  by  thlrty- 
three  cents  the  yearly  taxes  on  a  $2.000 
lot  In  this  city. 

"We  are  losing  our  heat  teachers,  and 
we  will  lose  more  of  them  If  we  don't 
hold  out  some  inducementa,"  said  Trua- 
tee  Peter  Riddell.  "Our  staff  of  getting 
much   discouraged." 

"It  Is  only  a  matter  of  juatlce  to  the 
teachers,"  said  Trustee  Mrs.  Jenkins. 
"When  the  decreaae  was  made  they 
were  told  It  was  only  temporary.  They 
have  given  Just  aa  faithful  service  as 
they   did   on   full   salaries." 

PAYS  TRIBUTE  TO  NAVY 

Cap*.  W.  H.  Hayward.  Speeklag  at  Seattle, 

says  Fleet  Ha.  Made  Bis   Bipedl- 

tloaary  Farce  Possible 


The  Press  Club  In  Seattle  waa  filled  to 
lta  doors  on  Monday  night  when  Capt.  W. 
H.  Hayward,  M.P.P.,  of  Cowlchan,  gave  an 
address  on  the  efficiency  of  the  British 
Navy  and  the  heroism  of  the  mine- 
sweepers In  the  North  Bern.  Th.  meeting 
was  under  the  auspices  of  the  British- 
American  Relief  Association. 
•tr.Pt.  Hayward  told  his  audience  that  the 
billet  of  the  men  of  the  trawler,  was  fifty 
days  on  duty  at  sea  and  ten  In  port.  Their 
work  was  perilous  and  arduous  in  the  ex- 
treme. To  them  waa  due.  In  very  large 
measure,  tho  fact  that  Britain  had  trans- 
ported millions  of  men  to  and  from  Franco 
with    no   appreciable   loss   of   life. 

He  said  that  with  all  the  wonderful  or- 
ganization of  the  German  army  It  did  not 
approach  In  effectiveness  the  organisation 
of  the  British  Navy.  Without  the  British 
Navy  the  war  would  early  have  resulted 
In  Germany's  succeaa.  Britain's  naval 
power  had  swept  the  German  flag  from 
the  aeven  seas  and  had  made  It  poaalble 
for  the  Bmpire  to  Increaae  its  army  from 
ZbO.OOO  in  August.

The  tremendous  burden 
upon  Britain  wa.  shown  by  the  fact  that 
It  waa  coating  her  $10,000,000  dally  to 
maintain  her  own  forcea.  and  she  waa  alao 
nnanclng  her  Allies  to  a  great  extent. 

Sustained  applauac  followed  the  captain's 
brief  reference  to  the  entry  of  the  United 
titatea  Into  the   war.

It  was  decided  to  build  a  four-room 
school  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $7,600.

Sev- 
eral of  the  teacher,  in  the  district  found 
that  their  grounds  were  not  suited  for 
the  raising  of  vegetables.

Trustees  McGregor  and  Watson 
strongly  favored  school  gardening  and 
said  that  everything  ahould  be  done  In 
their  power  to  stimulate  an  interest  in 
the  production  movement.  The  board 
decided  to  allow  any  of  the  school,  that 
bad  not  suitable  ground  to  find  a  place 
and  It  would  allow  a  grant. 

The  secretary  was  Instructed  to  noti- 
fy the  owners  of  the  property  on  the 
Orlllla  and  Albina  site  that  the  re- 
maining land  would  be  purchased.

of   British    Columbia. 

Steps  are  now  being  taken  to  pre- 
pare for  the  campaign  which,  it  la

"We  sre  commencing  on  our  Summer 
advertising  campaign,"  said  Commission- 
er Cuthbert,  of  the  Victoria  and  Island 
Development  Association,  yesterday.  "We 
are  endeavoring  to  get  as  many  visitors 
from  the  Prairie  Provinces  aa  possible. 
We  not  only  want  visitors  but  more 
particularly  new  residents." 

This  campaign  will  be  continued 
throughout  May  and  June  Into  the 
month  of  July.  Commissioner  Cuthbert 
thinks  there  will  be  a  large  Influx  of 
tourists  this  Summer  than  ever  before. 
There  will  be  many  visitors  from  Cali- 
fornia, as  Victoria  haa  been  widely  ad- 
vertised In  the  south  during  the  past 
Winter.  Already  several  motorists  from 
the   south   are    touring   the    Island. 

It  la  expected  that  Commissioner 
Culthbert  will  leavo  shortly  an  a  tour 
of  tha  Prairie  Provinces,  getting  in 
touch  with  the  people  end  telling  them 
personally  about  Victoria  as  a  residen- 
tial city.  Last  year  It  waa  found  quite 
profitable  to  send  a  representative  east 
and  south  lecturing  on  the  Pacific 
Northwest 

Victoria  will  bo  largely  advertised 
during  the  next  few  months  by  means 
oi  literature.  One  leaflet  will  deal  with 
the  Saanlch  Observatory  and  will  be 
distributed  In  the  Hast  among  the  edu- 
tstlonlsts  and  school  taaahers  who  are 
coming  to  the  big  convention  In  Port- 
land this  Summer.

The  Weed  Of  tha  Belgians. 
In  the  United  States  and  in  Canada 
strong  appeals  are  being  made  on  be- 
half of  the  Belgian  sufferers,  especially 
the  children.  Every  Issue  of  English 
periodicals  received  here  contain  simi- 
lar appeals. 

Reading  of  the  sinking  of  the  Bel- 
gian supply  ships  on  their  way  to 
Dutch  ports,  many  people  are  inclined 
to  ask  what  is  the  uae  of  loading  ves- 
sels with  grain  only  to  become  the  vic- 
tims of  German  submarines.  The  ans- 
wer is  that.  In  the  case  of  ships  bound 
for  Allied  ports,  the  ships  sunk  are 
the  exception.  If  money  is  found  to 
purchsse  food,  the  Allied  forces  will 
And  a  way  to  feed  the  poor  people  of 
the  bravest  little  nation  the  world  has 
ever   seen. 

It  was  far  easier,  we  may  be  sure, 
to  make  a  stand  against  the  German 
hosts  than  to  bear  the  want  and  per- 
secutlons  that  have  tasted  now  for 
nearly  two  years  and  three-quarters. 
As  long  as  there  is  food  to  spare  in 
any  home,  a  share  should  be  given  to 
some  Belgian  family  or  to  the  French, 
similarly  afflicted. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  where- 
by the  work  of  the  Belgian  Commission 
can  still  go  on  after  the  Americana 
who  were  its  directors  have  been 
forced   to   leave   the    country. 

"The  world  cannot  stand  by  and  wit- 
neaa  the  starvation  of  the  Belgian  peo- 
ple, and  the  Belgian  chllden;  God  still 
reigns,  and  other  people  must  carry  on 
the  work.  The  obligation  of  the  Am- 
erican people  towards  Belgium  con- 
tinues. It  is  an  obligation  towards 
humanity,  and  Is  far  greater  than  the 
obligation  of  the  rich  toward  the  poor." 
These  are  Mr.  Hoover's  words  to  his 
fellow  countrymen,  spoken  when  it 
was  flrst  Intimated  that  Americans 
might  be  forced  to  withdraw  from  the 
commission  in  which  he  and  hla  asso- 
cistea  had  done  such  noble  work. 

More  recently.  Miss  Florence  Ward- 
ell,  who  is  raising  a  fund  to  furnish 
Belgian  children  with  an  extra  meal 
a  day  told  a  reporter: 

"Aa  a  matter  Of  fact  seven-eighths  of 
the  work  of  the  relief  commission  la 
outside  of  Belgium.  liaising  the  money, 
planning  expenditures,  buying  food,  anJ 
shipping  it  to  Rotterdam,  made  up  by 
far  the  largest  portion  of  the  work  done 
by  the  organisation,  and  this  will 
be  continued  with  the  preient  Ameri- 
can organisation. 

"As  for  the  distribution  itself.  It  must 
be  remembered  that  there  were  only 
forty-two  Amerlcsns  supervising  the  ac- 


tual distribution,  which  Is  done  by 
40,099  picked  Belgians  and  Frenchmen. 
The  Americans  are  there  only  to  guar- 
antee that  the  food  doea  not  go  to  the 
Germans.  This  system  haa  been  or- 
ganised until  It  rune  like  clockwork, 
and  now  that  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment has  called  the  American  ©m- 
clala  out  of  Belgium.  It  will  be  con- 
tinued by  Dutch,  who  have  been  train- 
ed under  tbe-supervision  of  the  present 
American  examiners." 

That  the  Germans  have  kept  faith 
with  the  commission  hitherto  Is  al- 
most the  only  bright  page  in  the  ter- 
rible annals  of  this  time.  We  may 
trust  the  guardlana  of  civilisation  to 
find  a  way  to  stop  the  sinking  of  re- 
lief aa  of  other  ships.  If  thia  la  done 
Canada  must  do  her  share  in  contrib- 
uting to  the  needs  of  the  Belgians.  In 
our  own  city  alt  contributions  may  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Terry,  the 
Balgtaa  Caaaul.  Tfr»  time  has  come 
when  all  must  work  and  save  that  they 
may  have  to  give  to  those  who  need.

It  Is  true  thst  many  of  the  heads 
of  institutions  arrange  the  hours  so  ss 
to  give  the  girts  a  msalmum  amount 
ot  rest  snd  recreation.  When,  how- 
ever, hospitals  are  crowded,  ss  Is  often 
the  case.  It  is  not  peas*. bis  to  Show  such 
consideration.  It  is  necessary  for  tha 
well-being  of  the  patients  as  well  as 
for  the  future  health  of  the  aurses  that 
probationer*  should  slways  be  st  their 
best.  Bodily  weariness  or  nervous  ex- 
haustion are  sure  to  react  upon  the 
patlsnts. 

The  "public  which  either  by  private 
fses,  or  by  legislative  or  municipal 
grants,  support*  the  boevpltal  has  a  re- 
sponsftbtttty  for  the  well-being  af  the 
probationers  In  every  public  hospital. 
The  girls  give  three  or  mora  af  the  best 
years  of  their  Uvea  to  the  public  ser- 
vice. Ta  return  they  learn  a  profession 
In  which  their  usefulness  depends 
largely  upon  their  physical  health.  That 
they  should  not  bo  overworked  Is  s 
matter  ta  which  the  representatives  af 
tha  people  should  Interest 
selves.

The  Vancouver  Standard  has  pub- 
lished an  article  dealing  with  the  old 
vexed  question  of  farmers  and  pheas- 
ants. 

The  article  was  called  forth  by  the 
proposal  to  "slaughter  horned  owls  and 
crows,"  and  maintain*  that  the  crow  Is 
the  farmer's  friend,  and  he  is  willing 
to  tolerate  tho  horned  owl  because  of 
that  wis*  bird's  appetite  for  rata,  mice, 
and  skunks  (and  he  might  have  added 
pheasants).  "Any  plan,"  says  the 
writer,  "which  alms  at  the  killing  off 
of  those  birds  will  be  strongly  opposed 
by  the  man  on  the  land,  who  loudly  pro- 
tests that  the  pheasants  and  partridges 
do  him  a  great  deal  more  damage  than 
he  suffers  from  what  the  city  sports- 
men call  pests.  "It  Is  also  said  that 
the  Province  ha*  paid  out  large  sums 
of  money  for  the  edification  of  city 
sportsmen,  and  pheasants  and  partridges 
have  been  Introduced  from  time  to  time 
Into  the  Fraser  and  other  vslleys,  usu- 
ally without  the  farmer  being  consulted 
In  the  matter. 

All  this  Is  rather  hard  on  the  city 
sportsman.  It  would  seem  rather  un- 
fair to  assume  that  the  city  sportsman 
is  the  only  kind  of  sportsman  who  taken 
any  pleasure  in  the  shooting  of  pheas- 
ants and  partridges.  In  fact,  the  ex- 
perience of  some  would  go  to  show  that 
not  only  does  the  farmer  get  a  good 
deal  of  pleasure  out  of  the  shooting  of 
tho  game  on  his  farm  lands,  but  he  is 
decidedly  ehary  nowadays  of  allowing 
the  city  sportsman  to  help  him  keep 
down  the  numbers  of  these  terribly  pre- 
datory birds,  the  pheasants.  Most  of 
the  farmers  of  Vancouver  Island,  at  any 
rate,  are  as  good  sportsmen  as  they  are 
farmers,  and,  although  It  may  be  the 
opinion  of  some  that  the  pheasant  does 
demage  to  crops,  It  has  by  no  means 
been  proved  that  the  toll  he  takes  of 
the  crops  Is  not  fully  paid  for  by  the 
amount  of  good  he  does  In  destroying 
noxious   insects. 

Unwise    Blan 

The  resurrection  of  this  question  is 
particularly  interesting  at  the  present 
time,  when  a  discussion  along  the  same 
lines  has  boon  taking  place  In  tho  Eng- 
lish sporting  publications,  caused  by  the 
Government  giving  farmers  tho  right  to 
kill  pheasant*  at  any  time.  Tho  regula- 
tion hns  called  forth  a  flood  of  corre- 
spondence, and  tho  bulk  of  tbe  argu- 
ment from  the  farmers  themselves  la 
la  favor  of  the  pheasant,  and  they  give 
their  opinion  that  it  would  be  most  un- 
wise from  every  point  of  view  to  allow 
the  extermination  of  such  a  valuable 
bird.  They  admit  that  he  takes  a  good 
deal  of  grain,  but  the  bulk  of  evidence 
shows  that  tho  grata  taken  by  the 
pheaaanta  Is  surface  grain  which  would 
never  come  to  an  oar,  and  that  he  does 
not  dig  below  tho  surface  for  It,  while 
on  the  other  hand  he  destroys  countless 
thousands  of  Injurious  worms  ana  other 
Insects. 

An  Instance  was  given  In  one  of  the 
beat  known  London  publications,  where 
a  farmer  had  complained  that  pheas- 
ants being  allowed  to  run  over  his 
seeded  land  had  to  all  appearance* 
ruined  It.  Later  In  trie  year  he  was 
showing  this  samo  land  to  his  friends. 
bearing  a  record  crop  Which  astonished 
and   converted   him.

Many  persona  who  attend  theatre* 
prof***  to  think  that  an  actor  la  very 
much  a  drone.  He  la  auppoaed  to 
amua*  or  entertain  hla  audience  for  the 
matter  of  a  certain  specified  period 
and  then,  in  fancy,  i»  expected  to  idle 
hla  time  until  he  geta  the  cue  for  the 
next  appearance.  Hla  profession  la  too 
often  not  looked  upon  aa  auch;  he  la 
seldom  credited  with  being  a  student 
of  hi*  work  and  the  possibility  that  he 
has  bad  to  work  seriously  for  years  to 
attain  to  his  position  as  an  entertainer 
Is  not  often  acknowledged.  AH  of  this, 
of  course,  is  a  rank  libel  against  the 
actor.  It  cornea  as  a  great  surprise  to 
many  that  an  artist  on  the  stag*  Is 
human,  and  consequently  posaeased  of 
Impulses  vary  similar  to  those  of  his 
audience.  Conspicuous  among  those 
Impulses  is  sympathy,  for.  taken  aa  a 
claas,  successful  actors  are  of  a  pro- 
nounced sympathetic  nature,  else  they 
would  probably  not  be  a  success.  When 
nations  ar*  at  war.  this  sympathy  finds 
z.  patriotic  outlet  and  no  group  of  pro- 
fessional people  are  more  tireless  pat- 
riotic workers  than  those  of  the  stage. 

Take,  for  Instance,  "Bob"  Hall,  "The 
Elgin  Boy."  who  la  one  of  the  big  and 
popular  feature*  on  th*  bill  at  the 
Pantages  Theatre  this  week.  He  is 
a  quick  witted  and  clever  genius  and 
his  Impromptu  verses,  sung  to  any 
Popular  air  suggested,  are  timely  and 
Peppery,  and  he  makes  a  tremendous 
hit    in   his    work    wherever   he   goes. 

Xow,  when  Hall  nrat  came  to  Win- 
nipeg to  begin  his  present  engagement 
on  the  Pantages  circuit  some  eight 
weeka  ago.  his  own  country,  the  United 
States,  was  yet  reposing  under  the  ban- 
ner of  neutrality.

REPORT  ON 
HOSPITAL  "TAG  DAY" 


Mrs.  C.  W,  Rhodes  Makes  Full 
Statement  at  Special  'Meet- 
ing of  Women's  Auxiliary  to 
Military  Hospitals, 


A  special  meeting  waa  held  on  Wed- 
nesday morning  In  the  Alexandra  Club 
of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  Mili- 
tary Hospitals  to  receive  the  following 
report  prepared  by  Mrs.  C.  W.  Rhodes 
of  the  Tag  Day  held  on  April  S  for  the 
convalescent  hospitals: 

"Through  the  kindness  of  Mr. 
Spencer  we  were  enabled  to  do  all  pre- 
paratory work  at  the  headquarters, 
which  were  well  equipped  with  heat, 
light,  tables  and  chairs,  where  the  com- 
mittee were  ably  assisted  by  Mra  Levy, 
who  not  only  helped  to  seal  and  cover 
the  boxes,  but  allowed  ua  the  use  of 
them,  the  Jewish  and  Armenian  boxes 
being  used  Instead  of  the  Red  Cross 
boxes.  The  press  gave  us  splendid 
notices  and  The  Colonist  furnished  us 
with  paste  and  good  paper  with  which 
to  cover  the  emblems  on  the  boxes. 

The  day  came  and  th*  morning 
seemed  to  be  all  we  wished  for,  but 
noon  brought  the  April  showers.  Our 
twenty-two  conveners  worked  well  and 
were  most  successful  In  their  choice  of 
"taggers,"  as  all  stood  at  their  posts 
in  spite  of  the  rain  which  at  times  was 
very   heavy. 

"The  good  cheer,'  furnished  by  the 
splendid  arrangement  of  Mr.  Terry  and 
the  Y.  AV.  C.  >^.,  waa  well  appreciated, 
as  was  shown  b\  the  number  of  tickets 
used,  which,  by  the  way,  were  so  kind- 
ly written  by  Mi h.  itlta  Hamilton. 

"The  armlets,  which  were  kindly  made 
by  Mrs.  McMlcklng,  being  red,  made  a 
pretty,  bright  spot  In  contrast  to  the 
ordinary  white  ones.  They,  with  tha 
other  properties  of  this  event,  are 
packed  away  and  left  In  charge  of  tha 
Red  Cross  at  the  Temple  Building.  Out 
of  8,000  buttons  bought  from  "Pansy" 
we  have  100  left,  and  the  paper  tags 
have  not  been  counted,  but  quite  a 
number  came  in  with  the  boxes  at 
night. 

"We  had  10,000  paper  tags  and  by 
noon  they  were  all  distributed,  «o  we 
were  compelled  to  order  1,000  more,  all 
of  which  went  out  upon  request.  Prob- 
ably half  of  these  came  back,  but  this 
must  be  expected,  as  you  could  not  hava 
conveners    empty-handed.

Mr.  Fernaa 
and  Mr.  Tanner.  To  these  gentlemen 
I  cannot  sufficiently  express  my  grati- 
tude, for  by  them  the  tremendou* 
responsibility  of  handling  and  counting 
th*  money  was  removed  from  my 
shoulders— no  light  weight  when  I  tell 
you  that  to  roach  the  total  they  had  to 
handle  over  16,000  coin*  and  worked 
until  midnight.

The  Canada  Steamship  Lines,  Limit- 
ed,  in  the  current  Issue  of  their  By- 
Water  Magasine.  which  In  publlahed 
monthly  at  Montreal,  have  the  follow- 
ing to  say  In  regard  to  the  great  new 
shipbuilding  industry  in  Canada:  "Of 
enormous  importance  to  the  whole  In- 
dustrial future  of  Canada  la  the  an- 
nouncement that  the  British  Govern- 
ment, acting  through  the  Imperial 
Munitions  Board  in  Canada,  i»  launch- 
ing a  huso  plan  for  the  encouragement 
of  shipbuilding  in  this  country.  Al- 
ready, so  the  official  announcement 
Roes,  upwards  of  $41,000,000  worth  of 
shirbutldlns  is  under  contract  to  be 
constructed  in  Canada  this  year.  This, 
it  Is  further  stated.  Is  but  a  begin- 
ning, for  many  new  contracts  are  ready 
.to  be  placed;  in  fact,  the  Induntry  for 
the  next  few  years  will  be  limited  only 
by   Canada's  ability    to   produce. 

"It  Is  evident  that  the  present  pros- 
perity In  Canada  is  but  a  prelude  to 
Htlll  greater  things.  Many  people  had 
feared  that  the  vaet  activity  conse- 
quent on  the  rapid  building  up  of  great 
new  industries  for  the  production  of 
munitions  of  war  would  be  followed  by 
a  correspondingly  great  Industrial  de- 
pression when  the  war  came  to  a  close 
and  the  contracts  for  shells  ran  out. 
This  fear  Is  largely  dlepoaed  of  by 
the  big  shipbuilding  programme  now 
announced,  for  the  Iron  and  steel  In- 
dustries which  are  the  basis  of  muni- 
tion manufacture  are  equally  the  basis 
of  modern  shipbuilding,  and  can  readily 
be  adapted  to  that  purpose.  Further- 
more, the  great  machine  shops,  and  the 
vast  army  of  skilled  mechanics  engag- 
ed In  producing  shells  could  aak  for 
no  better  adaption  to  a  peace  footing 
than  Is  to  be  found  In  the  numerous 
subsidiary  industries  which  go  to  the 
making  of   ships. 

Canada's  Matlve  Oenlue 
"That  Canada  has  a  native  genius 
for  shipbuilding  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
There  was  a  time  when  Canada  ranked 
high  among  the  shipbuilding  nations  of 
the  world.  Before  the  coming  of  steal 
ship"  there  were  no  better  wooden  sail- 
ing ships  to  be  found  on  the  ocean  than 
those  constructed  In  the  shipbuilding 
yards  of  Canada.  When  sailing  ships 
became  mora  or  less  obsolete  that  In- 
dustry declined,  but  Canadians  have 
never  lost  the  Instinct  for  shipbuilding, 
and  the  industry  has  been  kept  alive 
despite   the  most  severe   handicaps. 

Before  the  war  broke  out  the  work 
of  building  steel  ships  waa  making 
slow  progress.  Fine  plants  were  es- 
tablished on  the  Oreat  Lakes.  In  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  at  Montreal 
and  Rorel.  The  Industry  was  thus 
Tlaced  on  a  permanent  footing,  though 
It  looked  as  "hough  substantial  Govern- 
ment subsidies  would  be  necessary  If 
It  were  to  make  the  progress  hoped  for. 
The  question  as  to  whether  such  sub- 
sidies were  advisable  waa  one  on  which 
there  was  considerable  controversy, 
and  It  was  further  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  the  question  had  a  tendency 
to  become  a  political  one. 

Stimulus  to  Frogaetloa 
"These  difficulties,  however,  are  now 
sat  at  rest.  Canada  has  demonstrated 
her  ability  to  produce,  and  ahe  has  all 
tha  raw  materials  In  abundance.  The 
stimulus  to  production  Is  now  afforded 
us  In  urgent  demands  for  ships  from 
Oreat  Britain.  Shipbuilding  has  be- 
come as  great  a  patriotic  duty,  and  as 
great  a  contribution  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Empire,  as  the  production  of  muni- 
tions haa  been.  Thus,  even  while  the 
war  is  on  the  Industries  of  Canada  are 
gradually  changed  over  to  a  paaoa  foot- 
ing. From  now  on  the  output  of  shells 
Is  likely  to  ha  reduced,  but  the  reduc- 
tion will  bo  made  up  by  corresponding- 
ly Increased  activity'  In  shipbuilding. 
The  abrupt  change,  and  consequent 
dislocation  of  the  national  economy, 
which  many  have  been  fearing.  Is 
hardly  likely  to  come.  Other-  Import- 
ant paaoa  iaduatriea  beeidea  that  of 
shipbuilding  will  also  be  given  re- 
newed ltf«.  we  may  be  quite  sure  of 
that,  and  Canada  will  enter  upon  the 
era  of  peace  with  her  whole  Industrial 
outlook  widened  'and  •nlarged.  Valu- 
able and  Inspiring  as  this  shipbuilding 
activity  win  be.  It  Is  even  mora  en- 
oeuragimr  from  the  fast  that  It  Is  but 
a  symbol  of  the  great  productive  career 
upon    which    Canada    Is    entering.'" 


TANKER  U0EN  WTTH 
BENZHW  BATHE 

Sinks  German  Submarine  After 
Fight  Lasting  Twenty  Min- 
utes—Enemy Vessel  Was 
Blown  Up  by  4.7  Shell. 


8 AN  FRANCISCO.  CaL.  April  11.— 
The  story  of  a  battle  between  a  Oar- 
roen  submarine  aad  the  British  sleam- 
«hlp  tSequoya,  Capt.  Phillips,  of  ths 
Pacific  Standard  OH  Company's  float, 
benxlae  laden,  off  the  Cornish  coaet 
wss  revealed  for  the  first  time  follow- 
ing the  arrival  of  the  eteamer  hws 
from    London.     . 

The  battle  ended  In  victory  for  tha 
Sequoya  after  II  minutes  of  furious 
shelling,  the  submarine  going  down  In 
a  volcano  of  smoke  and  flame. 

A  4.7  shell  aimed  by  the  gunners  on 
the  Sequoya  had  hit  Jts  mark.  The 
submarine's  magaslaaw  chambers  ex- 
ploded, water  flooded  the  chambers 
and  tha  Bngsr  of  death  directed  tha 
U-boat  to  a  grave  with  the  Lueltanla 
and  Laconia. 

One  dead,  three  wounded,  bridge, 
wheclhouse  snd  lifeboat  etnsshed  and 
peppered  by  explosive  shells  were  tha 
toll  aboard  the  Sequoya.  The  damage 
wrought  Is  still  perceptible  and  will 
be  repaired  at  the  Union  Iron  Works. 
Graphic  details  of  the  battle  were 
told  aboard  the  Sequoya  last  night  at 
the  Union  Iron  Works  by  the  officers 
of  the  vessel.  Capt.  R.  O.  Jamee, 
who  Is  well  known  here,  hero  of  the 
occasion,  Is  not  In  command  of  the 
vessel  on  this  voyage,  having  been  re- 
lieved by  Capt.  Phillips  Just  be- 
fore the  vessel  left  for  this  Cosst. 
Chief  Officer  F.  C.  Weeks  and  Chief 
Engineer  L.  B.  Fountain,  who  proved 
their  bravery  during  the  battle,  are 
still  on  the  tanker,  as  are  many  of 
the  crew. 

The  flght  between  the  steamer  and 
the  submarine  occurred  in  the  last 
week  of  February,  aa  the  tanker  was 
nearing  the  Knglleh  coast,  laden  with 
a  cargo  of  bensine,  which  she  received 
In  the  Orient. 

Shot    Shatters    Bridge 
"We  flrst  saw  the  submarine  a*  day- 
light."   said    Chief    Officer    Weeks 
night.     "We    had    no    warning 
shot    shattered    the    bridge. 

"The    submersible    was    isss    than 
mile    awsy.    Capt.    James    ordered 
gunners  aboard    to  return   the  Are. 

"A  second  shot  hit  us.  A  piece  of 
shrapnel  tore  off  the  top  of  Capt. 
James'  hat'  and  splintered  the  steel 
work  on  the  bridge.  The  gunners 
trstned  the  guns  of  the  Sequoya  on 
the  submersible  and  two  shots  were 
'fired  without  effect. 

"Meantime  a  third  ehot  carrying 
death  In  Us  wake  came  from  the  sub- 
marine. One  of  the  *rew .  had  just 
stepped  out  of  the  companlonway  from 
the  cabin. 

"His  head  was  almost  •  severed.  ShTap- 
nel  flew  around  the  deck  like  hail- 
stones. The  port  lifeboat  began  to 
take  on  the  appearance  of  the  top  of 
a  salt  shaker. 

"It  was  apparent  they  were  aim- 
ing to  destroy  our  steering  apparatus. 
Two  more  shots  were  fired  by  the 
submarine.  Shrapnel  had  wounded 
three  more  of  the  crew. 

"It  was  our  fifth  shot  which  told. 
A  flame  shot  up  from  the  conning 
tower  of  the  submarine,  blaclt  smoke 
arose,  the  echo  of  an  explosion  was 
heard  aboard  the  Sequoya  and  the 
submarine  rolled  over  and  disappeared. 
A  whirlpool  of  water,  ashes  and  oil 
marked  the  spot  of  the  U-boat's  last 
dive. 

"Admiralty  Investigation  was  con- 
ducted when  we  reached  port,  but  It 
was  kept  secret.  Had  one  of  the 
shots  hit  our  bensine  tanks  all  on 
board  would  have  been  blown  to 
atoms." 

The  damage  to  the  Sequopa  will  be 
repaired  at  the  Union  Iron  Works 
before  she  leaves  port  again. 
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SCHOONER'S  MA^TS 
SEVER  POWER  WIRES 

Margaret  Haney,  in  Run  Down 
Burrard  Inlet  to  Vancouver 
From  Oil  Depot,  Smashes 
High  Tension  Line, 


Vancouver  Pilot  H.  Robson  Jones  has 
sent  In  a  statement  to  the  Pilotage  Com- 
missioners respecting  an  accident 
which  happened  early  on  Monday  mor- 
ning when  the  auxiliary  schooner  Mar- 
garet Haney.  coming  down  Burrard  In- 
let from  loco,  fouled  the  high  tension 
wires  which  cross  the  harbor  at  Barnet. 
Several  wires  were  carried  away,  and 
big  flashes  of  electricity  illumined  the 
darkness. 

According  to  the  pilot,  the  wires  at 
Barnet  are  supposed  to  be  161  feet  above 
maximum  high  water  and  the  wires  at 
the  Second  Narrows  Mf  feet  above 
maximum  high  water.  The  Margaret 
Haney  went  up  to  loco  on  Sunday  night 
to  take  on  bunker  oil,  and  she  was  com- 
ing down  on  Monday  morning  about  6 
o'clock.  However,  her  foremast,  which 
was  117  feet  from  waterltne,  caught  the 
wires  and  parted  them.  It  was  not 
high  tide  by  2  ft.  I  In.,  and  so  the 
navigators  declare  It  Is  smply  proved 
that  the  Barnet  wires  are  much  lower 
than  the  stated  111  feet.  They  point 
out  that  the  situation  Is  dangerous,  be- 
cause a  vessel  carrying  gasoline  or  oil 
to  the  oil  plants  up  the  Inlet  might  get 
Into  serloua  trouble  If  they  foaled  the 
wires  and  the  electricity  connected 
with   the  dock.

tha  salary  paid  to  Sir  Richard  McBride 
as  Agant-Oeneral.  declaring  that  "few 
of  us  over  expected  there  would  ha  a 
belted  knight  an  tha  civil  nay  Hst; 
some  of  ua  regret  it."  It  waa  a  pro- 
motion for  tha  late  Premier,  one  ap- 
parently made  by  tha  successor  In  of- 
fice who  had  fancied  he  was  promoting 
himself  at  the  same  time.  But  as  it 
worked  out  such  had  proved  not  to  be 
the  case. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  raised  a  paint  of 
order,  pointing  out  that  the  question 
of  Sir  Richard's  salary,  which  waa 
fixed  by  a  special  act  altogether  apart 
from  the  civil  service  list,  had  noth- 
ing to  do  with  tha  question  of  the  bill 
before  the  House. 

Mr.  Speaker  agreed  and  Mr.  MeOeer 
contented  himself  with  remarking  that 
the  salary  of  tha  Agent-General  would 
come  within  the-  scope  of  tho  new  bill. 
He  waa  proceeding  to  refer  to  the  sal- 
aries paid  by  other  Provinces  to  their 
overseas  representatives  when  ho  was 
again  called  to  order  by  Mr.  Speaker. 
Mr.  McOoer  presented  figures  to  show 
that  from  lllS-'Dft  when  the  civil  list 
amounted  to  |3l5.llt.  the  outlay  had 
steadily  increased  until  in  1910-11.  tha 
banner  bnslnees  year  in  the  Province, 
U  waa  fteftft.ft7l.  But  Instead  of  de- 
creasing with  the  falling  off  in  busi- 
ness and  a  decline  In  the  Government's 
business  tha  salary  list  had  gone  on 
increasing  until  la  tha  ysar  UU-'ll  It 
totalled   91.111,000. 

"Surely  this  Is  the  time  for  bringing 
in  a  sweeping  reform,"  tha  member 
for  Richmond  remarked.  "Time  for  a 
men  with  the  ability  of  Professor 
Adam  Shortt  to  step  In  and  remedy 
tho  serious  situation." 

Mr.  McGeer  took  exception  to  the  at- 
tack he  alleged  the  leader  of  the  Op- 
position had  made  upon  the  new 
sheriff.  J.  H.  Doyle,  in  the  Kootenay, 
in  calling  the  latter  a  Bartender,  as- 
serting Mr.  Doyle  had  been  the  pro- 
prietor of  an  hotel,  but  If  that  placed 
him  In  Ihe  bartender  class  then  tho 
same  criticism  could  have  been  made 
against  Sheriff  Richards,  In  Victoria, 
or  the  sheriff  at  Nanaimo  who.  Mr. 
Mr.  McGeer  declared,  was  one  of  the 
bast  in  the  Province.  Doubtless,  ho 
opined,  if  the  reports  of  that  flstie  en- 
counter within  the  late  Cabinet  circle 
were  true,  the  present  leader  of  tha 
Opposition  could  be  referred  to  as  a 
prise  fighter. 

Attitude  Of  Mr.  Cowper 
For  some  time  the  member  for  Rich- 
mond devoted  his  attention  to  Mr.  J. 
S.  Cowper,  junior  Liberal  member  for 
Vancouver,  whose  remarks,  when  he 
spoke  on  the  civil  service  bill,  had  at- 
tacked the  bona  fldea  of  tha  Govern- 
ment In  respect  of  the  bill.  Mr.  Cow- 
per, he  claimed,  had  asserted  there 
was  a  hungry  horde  of  Liberal  office 
seekers  who  hoped  to  get  positions, 
aad  who  expected  an  orgy  of  dismis- 
sals before  the  bills  would  become  ef- 
fective, that  they  would  come  in  under 
the  provlson  which  permitted  the  Lleu- 
tenant-Govemor-ln-CouncIl  to  make  ap- 
pointments and  that  the  door  would 
be  open  under  the  section  permitting 
the  appointment  of  technical  officers 
without  reference  to  the  qualifications 
or  tests  required  of  other  candidates 
for  positions.  If  there  was  an  army 
of  office  seekers  he  (Mr.  McGeer)  had 
not  seen  them.  Would  it  be  surpris- 
ing, he  stated,  to  learn  that  the  Junior 
member  for  Vancouver  apparently  made 
one  of  that  hungry  horde,  that  he  had 
hurriedly  rushed  In  to  get  an  appoint- 
ment for  a  member  of  his  own  family 
and  had,  apparently,  overlooked  the  ne- 
cessities of   tha   returned   soldiers. 

"While  we  all  heard  of  the  terrible 
calamity  which  happened  when  the 
Renwlck  dismissal  took  place,  ao  ter- 
rible, that  I  believe,  to  judge  from  the 
Opposition  press,  the  Liberals  of  Vic- 
toria were  up  In  arms  and  objected 
strongly  to  It,  I  understand  the  Min- 
ister of  Lands  waa  heartily  congratu- 
lated by  the  junior  member  for  Van- 
couver on  the  fact  that  he  had  seen  fit 
to  select  Mr.  Nad  en  as  his  deputy  and 
that  the  deplorable  conditions  which 
had  existed  In  that  department  had 
been  eliminated." 

Mr.  Cowper  Interjected  to  remark 
that  Mr.  McGeer  was  drawing  upon 
his  Imagination.  ' 

"Does  he  deny  that  he  wrote  to  the 
Minister  of  Lands  congratulating  blm 
on  the  dismissal  of  Renwlck  and  the 
appointment  of  Naden?  We  on  the 
Liberal  aide  have  been  wondering  how 
all  the  Liberal  Information  gets  Into 
the  Opposition  press.  Only  a  short 
time  aga  he  told  us  he  had  heard  an 
Inspired  address  from  an  eminent  Lib- 
eral in  the  Federal  House  in  which 
tho  members  of  the  party  were  advised 
to  go  back  to  their  constituents  and 
tell  them  to  possess  their  soulaln  pa- 
tience, that  all  would  soon  be*well; 
that'  Jobs  would   soon   be  available. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  It  was  a 
most  contemptible  thing  for  a  man, 
on  tho  Invitation  of  tho  Premier,  to 
attend  a  private  dinner  at  which  the 
heads  of  the  party  were  gathered  In 
conclave,  snd  then  come  to  the  floor 
of  this  House  and  disclosed  Information 
of  what  had  transpired.  It  is  all  the 
more  deplorable  when  such  statements 
are  not  the  truth.  No  such  statement 
was  made  at  that  dinner,  none  that 
could  be  so  construed." 

The  XVoopaol * 
Mr.  McGeer  was  proceeding  to  criti- 
cise Mr.  Cowper  for  the  latter's  charge 
of  the  Insincerity  of  the  Government 
In  appointing  John  B.  Wade,  son  af 
Mr.  F.  C.  Wade,  to  a  position  In  the 
Government's  moving  picture  censor- 
ship office  at  Vancouver,  whan  Mr. 
Cowper  interrupted  him  to  say  that  he 
had  made  'no  reflection  upon  young 
Wade,  but  he  had  pointed  out  that  If 
such  an  appointment  could  be>  made 
directly  In  the  face  of  a  statute  pro- 
viding for  technical  knowledge  for  that 
position  the  provisions  of  the  civil 
service  bill  la  regard  to  technical  ap- 
pointments could  be  similarly  Ignored. 
Mr.  McGeer  maintained  Mr.  Cowper 
had  attempted  to  Insinuate  that  young 
Wade  had  been  appointed  because  he 
was  the  son  of  s  man  who  had  Influ- 
ence with  tha  Attorney-General. 

"Hear,  hear."  Interjected  Mr.  Cowper. 
Mr.  McGeer  pYocaeded  to  quote  from 
statements  by  officers  under  whom 
young  Wade  had  served  In  France  to 
prove  his  fine  qualities  and  declared 
"that  la  a  young  man  of  the  typa  we 
want  In  the  civil  service.  While  the 
leader  of  the  Opposition  says  wa  did 
not  attempt  to  provide  far  the  re- 
turned soldier,  tho  loader  of  that  otlftsr 
opposition  (Mr.  Cowper)  says  we  have 
given  them  [poaltlons."  Tha  member 
far  Richmond  also  waxed  wrath  at  the 
atatatnent  of  Mr.  Bowser  that  sir.  Bsr- 
nett.  wtsa  wag  sppa tared  aasesssr  at 
Vancouver  by  the  present  Government. 
had  bean  "picked  up  In  tha  street." 
He  eulogised  Mr.  Burnett  and  quoted 
flfsjrsa  to  show  how  that  gsntHmaa 
had  Increased  the  amount  of  taxes 
ooUeetod  at  tha  Vancouver  adaee.  To 
aay  that  Mr.  Burnett  had  boon  picked 
up  la  the  street  was,  Mr.  McGeer  de- 
clared, "overwhelming  andactty."

A  prea*  despatch  from  Rome  aaya: 
the  situation  is  becoming  alarming,  ac- 
cording to  David  Lubtn,  Americas  rep- 
resentative to  the  International  Insti- 
tute of  Agriculture.  Lubln  Is  here  to 
report  the  fact*  to  President  Wilson, 
and  is  urging  the  Imperative  necessity 
of  a  mobilisation  of  American  agricul- 
tural   resources.      In    an    Interview,    he 

said: 

"For  the  first  time  in  many  years 
there  exists  a  deficit  In  the  supply  of 
corn,  wheat,  rye,  barley  and  oats,  esti- 
mated at  a  total  of  110,000,000  bushels 
less  than  the  normal  requirement*  for 
countries  open  to  trade.  The  situation 
Is  worse  than  waa  expected  last  Octo- 
ber. The  Institute's  reports  Indicated 
then  a  surplus  of  more  than  enough 
to  feed  the  world  until  August  of  this 
year  when  the  new  crop  begins  tq 
come  in. 

"We  suit  profit  by  Europe's  experi- 
ence before  meal  tickets  become  necea- 
aary. Wo  can  avoid  high  prices  by  the 
eliminating  of  waste,  by  the  growing  of 
more  food  and  also  by  effective  orawal- 
xatlon  of  our  food  supply,  which  is 
more  Important  than  getting  men  Into 
the  army. 

•Two  months  »fter  the  beginning  of 
the  war  Germany  forbade  tao  use  of 
wheat  or  rye  law  feeding  live  stock,  and 
two  month*  later  requisitioned  all  sup- 
plies of  food.  Oar  drst  duty  la  to  pre- 
vent the  manipulation  of  food  supplies, 
thus  obtaining  an  effective  mobilisation 
through  the  same  plan  a*  the  Gorman*, 
the  substance  of  which  la  embodied  in 
Senate    Bill    5173." 


Supplies  wore  being  rawhlded  at  the 
beginning  of  thla  month  from  the  Kaalo 
and  Slocan  Railway  UP  to  the  Cork-Pro- 
vince etlver-lead  mine,  which,  owing  to 
l*j*j*jggsj  iUgJiiiltl"  was  not  worked 
last  year,  but  will  probably  be  profit- 
ably operated  thla  year. 

The  Greenwood  Ledge  report*  that 
the  Big  Copper  mine,  about  seven  miles 
from  Greenwood,  In  Boundary  district, 
ha*  been  leased  to  James  Poggl,  who 
intends  to  reopen  it  as  soon  as  the 
snow  shall  be  gone.  Nearly  1400  tons 
of  ore  was  shipped  from  this  mine  to 
tao  smelting  works  at  Greenwood  last 
year. 

It  is  stated  that  negotiation*  have 
been  carried  on  between  the  manage- 
ment of  the  smelting  works  at  North- 
port,  Washington,  about  twenty  miles 
from  Rossland.  and  the  general  mana- 
ger of  the  West  Kootenay  Power  and 
Light  Company  in  connection  with  a 
proposal  that  electric  current  for  power 
purposes  shall  be  supplied  by  the  latter 
company  to  the  smelting  worka.  A 
Spokana  report  la  to  the  effect  that  the 
power  company  will  be  required  to  de- 
liver 2,000  horaepower  a  year  to  the 
smelting  company,  but  as  yet  the  re- 
port lacks  official  confirmation. 

Saaaloops   Mlalag;    -tatters. 
At   a   recent   meeting   of    members    of 
the    Kamloopa    Chamber    of    Commerce. 
Mr.    Barton,    chairman    of    the    mining 
committee,    made    an    exhaustive    report 
regarding  what    has    been    done   by    the 
committee,  arid  gave  out  a  brief  synop- 
sis of  the  Mineral  Survey   bill   now   be- 
fore   the    Provincial    Legislature    which, 
he    said,    was    generally    considered    by 
mining    men    as    a    very    good    measure, 
but  that  it  would  no  doubt  be  amended 
in    some    of   its   details.      He    said,    fur- 
ther, states  The  Standard-Sentinel,  that 
he  had  called  the  attention  of  the  Can- 
adian Northern  Railway  freight  depart- 
ment to  the  hiKh  rate  charged  by   that 
railway  on  ore  from  points  on  the  North 
Thompson,    and    that    he    had    been    as- 
sured    that    thla    matter     will     receive 
early    attention.      He    had    also    written 
the   Minister  of   Mine*   concerning     the 
Glen  Iron  Mine,  near  Cherry  Creek,  and 
had    received    the    assurance    that    this 
property    will    receive    the   attention   of 
the    department    as    soon    as    investiga- 
tions on  iron  products  shall  be   under- 
taken. 

The  Kaslo   Concentrating   Works. 
On    5th    inat.    The    Kootcnalan    stated 
that  the  Kaslo  Concentrating  Works,  so 
far   as    operation      by      the    Lucky    Jim 
Zlno  Mines.  Ltd..  was  concerned,  would 
be  closed  at  the  end  of  that  week,  and 
It  had  not  as  yet  been  definitely  deter- 
mined whether  the  suspension  of   mill- 
ing activity  will  be  permanent  or  only 
temporary.      Two    factors    have    forced 
a  decision  to  take  that  course,  one  be- 
ing  the    lack  of   power,    and    the    other 
the    fact    that    there    is    at    present    a 
blockade  existing  on   the  Kaslo  &   Slo- 
can  Railway  between  Kaslo.   where  the 
concentrator  Is  altuated,  and  the  Lucky 
Jim    mine   at    Zincton.    which    make*    it 
out  of  the   question    to   ship   crude   ore 
from    the   mine   until   such    time  as   the 
Canadian      Pacific      Railway      Company 
shall      have      the      line      reopened    for 
traffic. 

Mr.    A.    G.    Larson,     receiver,     tinder 
whom   the  mine   has    been  operated    for 
some    time   past,    hss      made      the    an- 
nouncement   that     possibly    the    Lucky 
Jim  Company  may  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  erecting  and  equipping  a  mill 
near    the    mine.      The    chief    drawback 
to    that    proposal,    is,    however,    lack   of 
power,  there  not  being  sufficient   water 
available    for    concentrating      purposes. 
let   alone   to  provide   power   for  operat- 
ing the  mill   machinery.     But  this  diffi- 
culty.   It    is    said,    can   be   overcome    by 
using  an   engine  to  generate  the   requi- 
site   power,    while    Water    for    concen- 
trating can  be  pumped  from  Fish  Lake, 
which  Is  not  far  away. 
Technical     Education     la     Mining     Dis- 
tricts. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Western  Branch 
of   the   Canadian    Mining    Institute,   held 
last    month    In    Vancouver.      Mr.      John 
Kyle,   of   Victoria,    organiser    of    indus- 
trial   and    technical    education    for    the 
British    Columbia   Department    of    Edu- 
cation, said: 

"Your  secretary  has  requested  me  to 
address  you  tonight,  and  In  so  doing  I 
intend  to  make  a  plea  for  an  Increased 
Interest  from  members  of  your  Institute 
in  the  education  and  training  of  the 
rising  generation.  . 

"We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  great  in- 
ternational struggle  in  which  nations 
taking  part  In  it  seem  to  be  doing  their 
utmost  to  exterminate  each  other.  But 
while  thua  engaged  on  the  one  hand, 
they  are  on  the  other  hand  giving  close 
attention  to  the  education  and  techni- 
cal training  of  the  young,  in  order  that 
their  industrial  status  might  not  be 
impaired.  There  Is  a  'boom'  In  educa- 
tion, and  that  boom  Is  reaching  even 
thla  western  province,  British  Colum- 
bia 

Toronto's   Big   Technical    Bchool. 

•The  City  of  Toronto,  Ontario,  haa- 
built  a  Technical  School  at  a  cost  of 
$2,500,000  with  the  primary  idea  of  giv- 
ing to  the  youth  of  Ontario  opportunity 
te  study  all  tko  subjects  which  will 
assist  in  improving  national  enterprise. 
In  that  vast  building  the  students  of 
that  Province  will  be  shown  how  to 
Increase  the  value  of  their  raw  mater- 
ial. Research  work  in  connection  with 
their  mineral  and  forest  wealth  and  on 
their  clay  deposits  will  be  carried  out, 
and  an  Inspiring  vision  of  future  great- 
nesse  will  be  brought  before  these  stu- 
dents. They  will  be  instructed  how 
to  Introduce  art  and  skill  into  their 
productions  In  order  that  their  good* 
may  sell  readily  In  the  markets  of  the 
world. 

Tela*   of    Skilled    labor. 

"In  a  simitar  way  the  inhabitants  of 
British  Columbia  must  be  taught  to  put 
the  maximum  value  of  skilled  labor  on 
the  raw  material  before  It  leaves  the 
country.  I  venture  to  say  that  the 
mining  men,  who  have  usually  scientific 
minds,  should  take  a  greater  interest 
In  school  affairs  and  In  the  kind  of 
training  which  Is  given  In  High  Schools, 
particularly  In  the  mining  district*. 
The  Government  of  this  Province  as- 
sists by  generously  providing  TS  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  manual  training 
equipment,  for  they  are  aware  of  the 
value  of  this  natural  and  appealing 
method  of  training  the  mind  through 
the  use  of  the  band*. 


"Junior  Technical  Schools  should  al- 
so be  organised  to  catch  the  youth  who 
leaves  school  before  reaching  tao  olaas 
from  which  High  School  students  usu- 
ally  graduate. 

"To  allow  boys  and  girls  to  place 
themselves  on  th*  labor  market  and 
face  the  problems  of  life  with  only 
an  intermediate  grade  education  is  to 
court  disaster.  A  high  maximum  at- 
tainment from  the  rising  generation  can 
only  be  obtained  from  a  system  which 
Is  well  organised;  one  la  which  theory 
and  practice  embrace  each  other  close- 
ly, end  in  which  the  stages  of  develop- 
ment are  gradual  and  lead  upward  In 
progressive  advances." 

A  number  of  lantcrn-sllde  viea's  wore 
projected  on  the  screen,  in  these  were 
seen  pro-vocational  classes  at  work  in 
Vancouver,  the  students  taking  the  Sci- 
ence Course  at  King  Edward  High 
School  In  that  City;  classes  at  work  In 
Junior  and  Senior  Technical  Schools  In 
Great  Britain.

Vancouver  Delegation  Urges 
Prevention  of  Removal  of 
Timber  Areas  on  Capilano 
and  Seymour  Creeks. 


A     promise     that     the     Government 
would  go  thoroughly  into  the  nltuatlon 
was   the  assurance   which   the  CapUaao 
watershed  delegation  obtained  from  the 
Government      yesterday     morning-       A 
dosen    speakers    addressed    the    Provin- 
cial  executive  upon   th*   importance  of 
preserving    the    amount    and    purity    of 
the  Vancouver  and  district  water  sup- 
ply   from    Capilano   Creek    against    the 
proposed    operations     of      the   Capilano 
Timber    Co.    Questions    asked    by    Hon. 
M.    A.    Maedonald     seemed    to    indicate 
that   one   view    which    the   Government 
might   take   is   that   tho  city   has   long 
had    the  right   to   obtain   this   property 
Itself    but    never    did    anything.        The 
delegation  composed   Dr.   Oatewood,   H. 
T.    Devlne.    O.    H.    Cottroll,      Dr.      Mc- 
Eachern,     Vancouver     hospital     board;

That  nearly  one-half  the  population  I 
of  the  Province  wa*  dependent  upon  | 
the  water  supply  from  the  Capilano 
and  Seymour  Creeks  waa  the  asser- 
tion of  Mayor  McBeath.  who  pointed 
out  that  the  timber  rights  on  the  water- 
shed bad  been  alienated  years  ago  and 
the  aubsequent  reserve  placed  upon  the 
timber  had  not  gone  far  enough  In 
thst  It  had  failed  to  extinguish  the 
rights  previously  granted.  The  remov- 
al now  of  the  timber  would  seriously 
diminish  the  water  supply  and  the  log- 
ging operations  would  tend  to  cause 
infection  of  the  water  through  the 
spread,  for  instance,  of  amallpox  and 
typhoid,  dlaeases  frequently  prevalent 
in  lumber  camps. 

Government  action  at  this  stage,  he 
maintained,    would    be    strictly    In    the 
Interests    of    the    public.  .The    Govern- 
ment  should   extinguish    the   rights   of 
those    private    rights,    not    necessarily 
by  a   caah   purchaae  but   by   means   of 
an  exchange   for  other  timbered  areas.

Vancouver     wa* 
now  supplying  some  of  the  north  shore 
districts    as    well    as    other    adjoining 
municipalities  and  none  of  these,  with 
the    exception    of    Burnaby    and    Point 
Gray,   had   any   capital    investment     at 
stake   in    the   system.     In   view   of   the 
Liberal    platform    it    was,    Mayor    Mc- 
Beath   contended,   clearly    the    duty    of 
the  Government  to  step  In  and  relieve 
tTe  city  from  the  present  situation.

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President  Wilson  in  Discussion 
With  Speaker  Clark  and 
Leader  Kitchin  Insists  on 
Selective  Draft. 


WASHINGTON,  April  11.— President 
Wllaon,  in  a  conference  with  Speaker 
Clark  and  Majority  Leader  Kitchin.  at 
the  Capitol  today,  instated  on  the  terms 
of  the  administration  plan  for  raisins 
a  large  army  on  the  principle  of  select- 
ive draft.  At  the  same  time,  however, 
It  was  learned  that  the  War  Department 
voluntarily  had  decided  on  plans  by 
which  opportunity  would  be  given  for 
approximately  500,000  men  to  volunteer 
for  service  for  the  term  of  the  war. 
The  net  result  of  the  new  plana  would 
be  to  make  the  total  national  guard  and 
regular  force  to  be  organised  first.  In- 
dependently of  the  selective  draft  plan, 
approximately  724,000  men,  making 
room  for  the  absorption  of  half  a  mil- 
lion volunteers. 

No  attempt  to  enlist  men  to  accom- 
plish this  will  be  made  however,  until 
Congress  has  acted,  and  authority  la 
granted  to  enlist  such  volunteer*  for  the 
duration   ef  the   war  only. 

The  President  made  it  clear  that  the 
administration  army  plan  had  been  for- 
mulated only  after  It  had  been  decided 
that  it  was  the  only  way  to  meet  the 
demand  for  a  great  and  efficient  fight- 
ing force. 

Way  for  war  legislation  was  cleared 
In  the  Senate  today  with  the  passage  of 
the  $155,000,000  sundry  civil  bill,  the 
last  of  the  four  annual  appropriation 
bills  which  failed  at  the  last  session  of 
Congress.  All  of  the  measures  have 
passed  the  Mouse,  and  amendments  add- 
ed by  the  Senate  will  be  disposed  of 
Quickly  In  conference. 

Early  in  the  day  the  Senate  had 
panned  the  current  army  bill,  carrying

duced  this-  measure.  It  is  not  likely  to 
meet  with  any  disapproval  In  principle 
because  It  Is  founded  on  the  great  hu- 
man and  British  principle  of  Justice.  In 
the  flrat  of  Its  sections  after  the  formal 
ones  it  makes  the  father  and  mother 
equal,  and  succeeding  sections  effectual- 
ly do  away  with  all  the  disabilities  and 
Kive  to  the  mother  all  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  that  the  father  now  en- 
Joys  and  exercises  alone  in  the  care  and 
education  of  their  children.  No  longer 
can  the  mother  have  her  will  and  de- 
sire in  that  regard  placed  secondary  to 
those  of  the  father. 


■  Wot  Blamele.e 
"It  may  be  Mild  that  some  moth-ws- 
neglect  their  children,  but  I  think  It  is 
common  experience  that  fathers  do  so 
to  a  greater  extent.  Another  criticism 
I  have  heard  of  this  measure  1s  that  the 
mothers   flhonld    never    have    the    same 


rights  because  they  are  not  the  bread- 
winners. I  cannot  see  why  the  father 
should  be  considered  as  the  sole  bread- 
winner. In  the  true  home  there  Is 
team-work.  While  the  father  does,  it 
Is  true,  go  out  to  earn  the  means  of 
support,  we  should  not  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  for  one  moment  that  the 
mother  at  home  Is  doing  probably  a 
greater  percentage  of  work  than  the 
father,  and  therefore  she  Is  Just  as 
much   a   bread-winner   as  he   Is." 

Where  there  is  disagreement,  the 
Premier  pointed  out  in  explaining  the 
provisions  of  the  bill,  ample  provision 
was  made  that  the  Interests  of  the 
children  would  be  the  first  considera- 
tion;. At  times  there  were  mothers  to 
I.*-  found  who  were  not  fitted  to  have 
charge  of  children  and  the  courts  are 
left  with  discretion  to  deal  with  each 
case  as  It  arises.  The  bill  was  one  to 
remedy  disabilities,  and  It  was  made 
plain,  therefore,  that  the  mother  should 
be  under  no  greater  disabilities  In  that 
way  than  was  the  husband.  The  par- 
ents were  made  Jointly  and  severally 
responsible  and  liable  for  the  care  of 
the  children. 

"Byttrlnsrlng  the  womanhood  of  the 
Province-  Into  full  citizenship  and  by 
giving  them  equal  rights  of  guardian- 
ship over  minor  children  they  must  be 
ready  to  accept  responsibilities,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  are  willing  to  accept  the 
Joint  liability  along  with  the  husbands 
Tor  the  support  of  their  children."'  said 
the  Premier,  who  declared  he  moved 
the  second  reading  with  more  than  or- 
dinary pleasure  because  for  years  he 
had  maintained  that  women  should  have 
been  treated  more  Justly  In  this  and 
In  some  other  respects.  "We  have  ask- 
ed them  to  bring  up  children  under  con- 
ditions which  greatly  hamper  them; 
even-handed  Justice  was  being  denied 
them.  It  Is  today  with  peculiar  pleas- 
ure that,  owing  to  the  circumstances 
which  have  placed  me  In  the  position  I 
now  occupy,  I  am  able  to  move  the  sec- 
ond reading  of  a  bill  which.  I  believe, 
will  go  a  long  way  to  remove  this  cause 
of  complaint,  which  will  give  mothers 
equal  rights  with  the  fathers  and  will 
make,  I  am  convinced,  for  better  team- 
work In  the  homes  of  the  people 'of 
British  Columbia.

MODERN  RUSSIA 


When  an  American  who  has  never 
been  In  Russia  before  goes  to  Petrograd, 
Moscow  and  the  cities  of  which  he  has 
heard,  and  then  travels  on  to  a  ecore 
of  others,  fine  modern  and  metropolitan 
places,  whose  names  he  hardly  remem- 
bers, he  is  almost  certain  to  begin  won- 
dering how  we  in  this  country  came  to 
have  so  much  grotesque  general  misin- 
formation about  Russia.  The  empire  Is 
now  right  within  the  doorstep  of  what 
In  time  will  work  out  to  be  an  enor- 
mous forward  movement  In  Industry, 
commerce  and  wealth,  and  a  more  uni- 
versal diffusion  of  education  and  cul- 
ture, but  It  la  evident  that  much  more 
of  all  this  than  we  knew  was  already 
in  existence.  You  see  anything  but  a 
benighted,  backward  people.  The  streets 
of  Petrograd  are  as  up-to-date  as  the 
streets  of  Chicago.  There  are  ahops 
and  stores  and  office  buildings.  The 
men  are  as  much  In  a  hurry,  the  peo- 
ple are  as  well  dressed  (although  with 
a  touch  of  difference)  and  Just  as  good- 
natured;  there  are  crowds  and  life, 
there '  la  no  lack  of  comfort,  and  you 
feel  pretty  much  at  home.  It  Is  very 
much  the  same  on  a  Journey  through 
other  parts  of  European  Russia.  The 
railroads  are  well  built  and  well 
equipped,  better  constructed  on  the  av- 
erage than  the  railroads  of  the 
United  States  as  far  as  they  go, 
but  not  anywhere  near  extensive 
enough  to  serve  Russia  even  now 
The  cities  you  find  are  all  modern  and 
busy,  even  those  away  down  in  tho  re- 
gions bordering  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Caspian. 

The  traveller  aees  also  much  liner  ag- 
ricultural development  than  he  has 
probably  preconceived.  There  are  rich 
fields  of  grain  where  they  obtain  high- 
er yields  per  acre  than  our  own  farmers 
obtain.  There  are  meadows  of  hay  that 
a  man  from  our  Mississippi  Valley 
would  know  the  value  of.  We  have 
known  In  this  country  of  Russia's  ex- 
tensive production  of  cereals  for  the 
market  of  the  world:  nevertheless  the 
American  visitor  Is  apt  to  express  sur- 
prise as  seeing  for  himself  what  some 
of  the  Russian  agricultural  country 
really  la.  It  la  not  an  undeveloped 
country.  The  fact  Is  that  Russia  baa 
been  making  rapid  preparation  for  an 
advance  in  every  line  of  development 
for  several  years.  It  is  a  country  that 
has  laid  the  foundation  for  an  adequate

exceeds  the  United  States  in  the  amount 
and  breadth  of  natural  resources.  It 
has  vast  resources  of  iron,  coal,  copper 
and  the  rarer  industrial  and  precio-js 
metals;  and  the  agricultural  possibili- 
ties include  the  production,  at  present, 
of  enough  cotton — cotton  of  excellent 
manufacturing  quality — to  aupply  half 
the  consumption  of  Russia's  170,000,000 
people.  Even  If  the  war  had  not  brought 
the  fair  prospect  for  the  fulfillment  of 
Russia's  long-fostered  ambition  for  an 
outlet  for  Ita  commodities  through  the 
Bospborus,  Russia  was  ready  for  the 
modernization  of  huge  enterprises  and 
the   establishing  of   new   ones.

Ruasia     had     not     heretofore     shown 
much   of    that    ability    to    plan    and    do 
thlnga    In    an    industrial    way    that    we 
look  for   In  our   large-scale   Industry   in 
this      country.      There    are    skilful    en- 
gineers and  men  of  technical  ability  in 
Russia.      Education    facilities   for    train- 
ing   the      executive    forces    have      been 
built    up    In    late    yeara.      Hundreda    of 
Ruaaian  young  men  have  been  studying 
lr.  England,  Germany  and  France.  There 
la,    I    think   it   is   safe   to   aay  an  abun- 
dance of  thia  kind  of  ability  now  in  the 
Empire.     Not   only  In   the   technique  of 
engineering,  chemlatry.  etc.,  hut 'in   the 
science    of    business    management,     the 
young  men  of   Russia   have   been   train- 
ing.    But  It  has  not  yet  shown  In  that 
quality    of    action      which    gets      large 
forces  of  men  and  big  mechanical  plants 
going.      Germany    waa    too    handy      for 
Russia's  industrial  good.     Germany's  in- 
dustries  provided   so   much   of  whatever 
Russia   needed    that    Russian   ability    for 
organization   had   not   the   necessity   nor 
the  opportunity   It   required.     Now    Rus- 
sia    believes     that   It   needs     a  certain 
amount  of  industrial   leadership  as   well 
as   capital    from    the    outside,    and    men 
who    have   organized    industries    will    be 
welcomed    with    the    capital. 
-  What    Russia    has    done    In    providing 
the    national    organization    of    war    sup- 
plies back  of  Its  army  in  the  past  year 
Is    a    wonderful    evidence    of    what    may 
come   after    the    war.      Russia   went    Into 
the    war    without    adequate    preparation, 
but      with      the      military      organization 
much     better    fhan     the    Industrial    and 
traffic    system    that    Is    required    behind 
the   armies    In    modern    war.

The    effectiveness    with    which    the 
whole    nation    got    together    behind    tho 
army    has   an    unmistakable   slgnlflcar.ee. 
From    the    Imperial    Government    out    to 
the   smallest  political    divisions  of   Rus- 
sia It  was  speedy  organization  of  effort. 
Every    facility    was   put    to   use,   and   all 
have   been   skilfully  co-ordinated.    Some 
new  Industrial  facilities  have  been  con- 
structed.     What    Russia    could    produce 
was   got   moving  In   the  right   direction. 
War    supplies    in   Immense    amount    had 
to    be     obtained    from    outside     through 
inadequate    seaports.      With    what    ma- 
chinery   for   production   and    transporta- 
tion she  had,  Russia  haa  done  well.     The 
traveller   aees   much   of  this.      The   traf- 
fic   to    and    from    the    front    moves    In 
(great  volume  with  the  best  of  organiz- 
ation.     He   sees    trains    of    troops — fine, 
big     men,     well-fed,     completely     armed, 
every  man  In  a  new  or  a  good  uniform, 
going      forward.      The    hospital      traffic 
coming  back  from  the  front  where  Jieavy 
lighting    Is    in    progress    Is    Just   as    sig- 
nificant of   Russian  ability   to   organize. 
The  trains  move  ateadtly  on.     The  cars 
are     clean     and     completely     equipped. 
Wounded    men,   in   clean   white,    are   at- 
tended    by     surgeons    and    nurses    who 
are    intelligent,    alert   and    devoted.      An 
Immense  volume  of  this  moves  without 
hitch   or  disorganisation.     The    Russian 
railroads  are  taxed,     to  their  limits   by 
the    traffic.      Civil    necessities    have    to 
take  second  place,  of  course.     Ordinary 
travelling   Is   restricted.      A   man   has   to 
wait    weeks*    sometimes,    to     obtain    a 
place   In   a   first   class    railroad    express. 
But  it  is  not  mismanagement.     Mile  for 
mile,    the    railroads    of    Russia    are    me- 
chanically   better    than   ours,    but    there 
Is    not    enough    transportation    capacity. 
What  there  Is  Is  used  to  the  utmost.     It 
Is  not  only  used,   but   It   Is  kept   in  the 
pink   of  condition.      There   are    few    rail- 
roads   In    America,    notwithstanding    the 
difference  of  peace  and  war,  whose  right- 
of-way    shows    as    spick    and    span    as 
the  average  railroad   track  and   roadbed ' 
seen    by    the   traveler   today   as   he   goes 
through   Russia. 

In  Russia  the  American  traveler  Is 
brought  closer  to  the  enormous  signifi- 
cance of  a  whole  nation  abstaining  from 
strong  drink  as  Russia  has  done  in  the 
suppression  of  the  sale  of  vodka.  It  is 
a  phenomenon  of  great  underlying 
strength  In  the  Russian  character,  some- 
where. The  sale  of  vodka  was  a  gov- 
ernment monopoly.  The  government 
simply  stopped  selling,  at  first  aa  a 
temporary  measure  during  the  mobiliz- 
ation, later  as  an  economic  measure  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  The  Russians 
themselves,  in  talking  about  It.  say  that 
the  average  Russian  was  the  hardest 
drinker  In  Jthe  world.  It  Is  hard  to  be- 
lieve that,  because  the  typical  Russian 
has  too  fine  a  physique  to  have  been  a 
drunkard,  but  It  Is  undeniable  that  vod- 
ka was  consumed  In  a  large  amount 
The  Russian  appears  to  have  been  or- 
dinarily abstemious,  but  on  holidays  he 
drank  hard,  as  our  cowboys  or  lumber- 
Jacks  used  to  do  on  a  time  of  spree.  The 
feeling  throughout  Russia  toward  vodka 
now  Is  hard  for  ar.  outsider  to  under- 
stand. Today  Russia  in  city  and  coun- 
try Is  unanimous  against  a  return  of  Its 
public  sale.  Through  all  classes,  the 
change  brought  about  by  the  suppres- 
sion is  seen  and  so  thoroughly  appre- 
ciated that  It  Is  said  that  serious  oppo- 
sition would  come  if  the  government 
should  order  the  sale  renewed.  The 
economic  effect  of  the  measure  la  so 
pronounced,  one  can  say  without  hesi- 
tation that  between  its  influence  and 
that  of  the  enforced  general  increase  of 
efficiency  in  Russian  Industry  every- 
where, the  war  will  leave  Russia  posi- 
tively and  Immediately  richer  and  In  a 
stronger  economic  position  than  before 
The  war  has  contributed  to  Ruasia's 
forward  Impulse.  —  Samuel  Mc  Roberts,
